12 HIGH RUSSIAN OFFICIALS 
HELD FOR TREASON, ACCUSED 
OF WRECKING 5-YEAR PLANS 


Announcement Made That Men Were Ousted 
Months Ago for Deliberately Lowering 
Production, Trying to Sell Secrets.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—It has 
been learned here that Andrew W. 
Mellon, former Secretary of the 
Treasury, former Ambassador to 
Great Britain, and once the most 
powerful figure in the Republican 
party, is desperately ill, and his 
physicians have virtually aban- 
doned hope for his life. He is 82 
years old, and is suffering from a 
heart) ailment. 

The financier became ill at his 
Washington apartment more than 
two months ago. Four weeks ago 
his physician, Dr. Worth B. Dan- 
iels, the son of Ambassador Jose- 
phus: Daniels, decided that Mellon 
could not possibly survive a Wash- 
ington summer. Although the pa- 
tient’s condition was then grave, he 
was removed to the summer home 
of his daughter, Mrs. David Bruce, 
at Southampton, Long Island. 

However, his condition has not 
impfoved there. Always frail in 
appéarance, Mellon has wasted 
away until he now weighs less than 
80 pounds. He is unable to walk 
or stand. When it is necessary to 
move him, nurses carry him in their 

His daughter, Mrs. Bruce, and 
his json, Paul, are with him.

The newspaper accused the Guild 
of resorting to violence and with 
having “unlawfully destroyed sev- 
eral thousand copies of the Star 
and intimidated Star employes at 
their homes.” 

Star Guild members are on strike 
in protest against replacement of 19 
circulation employes by members of 
the teamsters’ union, an affiliate of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

Five Guild pickets, including H. 
Richard Seller, president of the 
Seattle Guild chapter, were arrest- 
ed today after a fight with eight 
union printers on their way to work 
at the Star. Those arrested, besides 
Seller, were Roy Ryerson and Paul 
Pemberton, Guild members; Fred 
Hudson, a newsboy, and Philip 
Davis, a member of the Teachers’ 
Union. They were held without 
charge.

MOSCOW, Aug. 17.— The slow, 
grim job of rounding out the Soviet 
Union’s recent liquidations contin- 
ues with the disclosure that “wreck- 
ers” and “enemies of the people” 
had wormed their way into the very 
heart of the country’s industrial 
experiment—the Gosplan, or State 
Planning Commission. 

More than a dozen of the highest 
ranking officials of the commission, 
which worked dut the two five-year 
plans, were accused officially of 
sabotage and spying. All of them 
lost their jobs some months ago, 
when the wholesale turnover among 
Soviet officials began. It was an- 
nounced yesterday that they were 
under arrest, charged with various 
forms of treason. 

Ex-Vice Commissar Accused. 

The villain of the deepest hue 
is Ivan A. Kraval, former vice-com- 
missar of the Gosplan and chief of 
the Soviet Union’s central statisti- 
cal office. Under his protecting 
wing, apparently, was a whole nest 
full of economists who deliberately 
planned a breakdown of Soviet in- 
dustry. At Saratov, for example, a 
large planning institute was found 
to have harbored a “public enemy” 
in every official post. 

These disclosures, made in the 
June 10 issue of The Plan, official 
organ of Gosplan, significantly were 
released for the first time yesterday. 
An unsigned editorial attacked the 
dismissed officials by name and de- 
manded an immediate end to the 
“lack of vigilance” under which 
these wreckers throve. 

In planning industrial develop- 
ment, the accused officials, it was 
alleged, held back the copper, chem- 
ical and coal industries in order to 
produce a lack of balance between 
the output of raw materials and 
that of finished goods. They were 
charged with concealing reserves, 
slowing down capital construction 
and disorganizing labor methods. 
They were accused of deliberately 
confusing crop rotation and seed se- 
lectton figures, in order to hamper 
development of collective farms and 
to lower food production. 

The editorial called the Gosplan 
“the nation’s economic general 
staff” and stressed the activity of 
the dismissed officials in disrutping 
defense industries. It added: 

“Because of the importance of 
the planning, Trotskyists and other 
spies have tried to penetrate the 
Gosplan:and the local planning com- 
missions. They have tried to be- 
tray Government secrets and sell 
industrial and defense construction 
plans to the secret services of other 
countries.” 

Shift in Political Leaders. 

The Central Executive Committee 
announced a shift in political lead- 
ers with the appointment of two 
new commissars. Gregory F.Grink, 
Commissar of Finance, was replaced 
by Vilas Y. Chubar, former vice- 
chairman of the Sovnarkom (Coun- 
cil of People’s Commissars), and 
Innokenti Khalepsky was replaced 
as Commissar of Posts and Tele- 
graphs by Matevi Berman, formerly 
an official of the NKVD (Commis- 
sariat of Internal Affairs). Both 
outgoing Commissars are slated for 
“other work,” according to the brief 
announcement. 

This move is significant chiefly 
because of the new commissars as 
they indicate the character of the 
new set of Communists who have 
been taking over posts of power in 
recent months. Chubar, besides be- 
ing known as the handsomest com- 
missar in the higher ranks, has 
been a member of the party’s Polit- 
buro and is known as a close col- 
league of Josef V. Stalin, Secretary- 
General of the Communist party. 
Berman is renowned chiefly as the 
principal NKVD official in building 
the Baltic-White Sea and Moscow- 
Volga canals. 

Other appointments announced 
at the same time included A. P. 
Grichmanov as first Assistant Com- 
missar of Finance, and M. I. Rizhov 
as first Assistant Commissar of the 
NKVD. 


HUSBAND OF ENCEPHALITIS 
VICTIM DIES OF AILMENT 


James Gaab Also Believed to Have 
Succumbed to Sleeping 
Sickness. 

James Gaab, whose wife died at 
Christian Hospital Sunday of en- 
cephalitis (sleeping sicknes®), died 
there today of an ailment having 
similar symptoms. 

They became ill Aug. 9 and were 
taken to the hospital last Wednes- 
day. Physicians thought they were 
suffering from food poisoning un- 
til an autopsy yesterday disclosed 
the cause of Mrs. Gaab’s death. An 
autopsy has been ordered in the 
death of Gaab. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gaab: resided at 
3914A Carter avenue with their 
son and daughter. Gaab, 46 years 
old, was a circulation department 
employe at the Globe-Democrat. His 
wife was 38.

WASHINGTON, Ang. 17.—Denied 


hearings by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, the small out militant 
opposition to the nomination of 
Senator Hugo L. Black of Alabama 
to the United States Supreme Court 
took their fight to the floor of the 
Senate today, although they conced- 
ed they would be defeated by the 
“senatorial courtesy” which de- 
mands preferred treatment for Sen- 
ate members nominated for office. 

The first speaker in opposition to 
the nomination was Senator Royal 
S. Copeland, of New York, Tam- 
many and anti-New Deal candidate 
for Mayor of New York City, who 
used the Black appointment to 
further his local political campaign 
by attacking the Alabaman’s alleged 
support by the Ku Kluk Klan in the 
1926 Democratic senatorial primary. 
Just as former Gov. Alfred  E. 
Smith of New York was a burning 
issue in the Alabama campaign, 
Copeland sought to make Black 
and President Roosevelt an issue 
in the New York mayoralty contest. 

Seizure of Telegrams. 

Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
one of the leaders in the fight 
against President Roosevelt’s court 
plan, followed Copeland. He raised 
the question of Black’s eligibility 
and reviewed Black's activities as 
chairman of the Senate Special 
Committee to investigate lobbies, 
particularly the seizures, of  tele- 
grams sent by William Randolph 
Hearst, the publisher. He was in- 
terrupted several times by Senator 
Schwellenbach (Dem.), Washington, 
a member of the Lobby Committee. 

Bufke, after reading the decision 
of the District of Columbia Court 
of Appeals in the Hearst case, de- 
clared that Black’s attitude, as a 
Senator, toward Judges and the 
courts, made him an undesirable 
appointee to the Supreme Court. 

On the question of Black’s eligi- 
bility, Burke said he was  con- 
vinced that every member of the 
present Congress was barred from 
appointment to the Supreme Court. 
Burke argued that a new office 
had been created and the emolu- 
ments of the present court had 
been increased. 

The crowded galleries 
followed the debate. Black, of 
course, was not on the floor. He 
has not attended the sessions of the 
Senate since his nomination last 
Thursday. 

Connally on Court Vacancy. 

Senator Connally of Texas ridi- 
culed the suggestion that Justice 
Van Devanter’s retirement had not 
created a vacancy on the supreme 
bench, He declared that, if no ap- 
pointment were made, only eight 
Justices would be present when the 
court assembled in October. Jus- 
tice Van Devanter, he argued, had 
surrendered all rights to sit on the 
court and “all the King’s horses, 
and all the King’s men” could not 
get him back on the court again. 

Coming to point of ingreased 
emoluments, Connally said that Jus- 
tice Van Devanter would enjoy the 
same income as a retired Justice 
as he would have received if he 
had not retired. There had been 
no increase, he said. 

“Suppose Mr. Black should die 
at 65 years of age,” the Texan 
argued. “Would the increased 
emoluments be of any value to 
him? The Senator from Nebraska 
(Burke) has talked vaguely about 
a ‘privilege, created by the _ act. 
That argument has nothing what- 
ever to do with the nomination un- 
der consideration.” 

In a colloquy with Connally, 
Burke declared that it was his con- 
viction that had Senator Robinson 
of Arkansas lived and been nomi- 
nated to Justice Van Devanter’s 
place, Attorney-General Cummings 
would have given the President a 
ruling that such an appointment 
would be unconstitutional. 

This immediately brought a re- 
joinder from Majority Leader 
Barkley to the effect that Burke 
was intimating the Attorney-Gen- 
eral would give the President a 
ruling one way on Senator Robin- 
son an@ exactly the reverse on Sen- 
ator Black. 

Burke replied that while he had 
read reports that the Attorney- 
General had given a favorable rul- 
ing on Black’s nomination, he had 
not seen the ruling itself,

NEGRO TAKEN 
FROM SHERIFE 
AND LYNGHED 


Prisoner, Suspected of Kill- 
ing Marshal, Found Un- 
derneath Bridge Near 
Covington, Tenn.

COVINGTON, Tenn., Aug. 17.— 
The bullet-punctured body of a 
Negro, who had been suspected of 
killing a marshal, was found with 
a broken rope around the neck be- 
neath a highway bridge 12 miles 
east of here early today. He was 
taken from Sheriff W. J. Vaughan 
by six masked men late yesterday 


while the Sheriff was bringing his 
prisoner by automobile from Mem- 
phis to Covington, 

The Negro, Albert Gooden, 35 
years old, was accused of killing 
Marshal Chester Doyle of Mason, 
Tenn., July 17, during a raid on a 
dice game, and was being brought 
here for a hearing today after hav- 
ing been held in Memphis for safe- 
keeping. 

Sheriff Vaughan said an automo- 
bile carrying the six men drew 
abreast of his car about eight miles 
from here and forced him to stop. 
While two of the masked men 
pointed pistols at the Sheriff and a 
companion, John Winford, a Cov- 
ington merchant, Gooden was 
hauled from the automobile. 


Can’t Identify Assailants. 

The Sheriff said he did not rec- 
ognize the men, did not get the li- 
cense number of their car and 
could not explain how they knew 
he was moving the Negro. 

The Sheriff said he begged the 
men to “let the law take its 
course,” explaining Gooden prob- 
ably would get a speedy trial and 
a death sentence. 

“To hell with that,” one of the 
men replied. 

Gooden, terror-stricken, broke 
from the masked men and fled 
down the highway. Two of the 
men overtook him, struck him on 
the head with the butts of their 
pistols, and dragged him back to 
their automobile. They left the 
Sheriff and his companion on the 
road side. 

Body Is Discovered. 

Six hours later Chief Deputy 
Sheriff V. W. Pickens and Traffic 
Officer J. T. Scott of Covington 
noticed empty cartridges on a 
bridge between Brighton and Ma- 
son, Tenn. They flashed a light over 
the edge of the span and saw Good- 
en’s body, partly submerged in a 
drainage ditch, 

It contained more than 30 bullet 
holes, some of which had' been made 
with a pistol taken from the Sher- 
iff, which was found on the bridge.

SPANIARD CHARGES ITALIAN 
DESTROYER TORPEDOED SHIP

ALGIERS, Aug. 17.—The Captain 
of the Spanish steamer Conde de 
Abasolo said today his ship had 
been torpedoed by an Italian de- 
stroyer off the Italian island of 
Pantelleria, halfway between Sicily 
and Tunisia in the Mediterranean. 

Several members of the crew were 
killed and 17 others were missing, 
he declared. 

The Captain and 23 members of 
the crew were picked up by the 
British steamer City of Wellington 
and landed here today. 

The Captain said the torpedo 
struck the ship’s engine room 
Thursday night. The following 
morning survivors were taken 
aboard the British ship. 


ONE-MAN WAR ON MOSQUITOES 


Engineer Assigned to Keep Insects 
Off of President Roosevelt.

RALEIGH, N. C., Aug. 17.—Frank 
L. Hill Jr., set out today for Man- 
teo, N. C., where he will serve to- 
morrow as a. one-man committee to 
prevent North Carolina mosquitoes 
from biting President Roosevelt. 

Hill, an assistant in the Division 
of Sanitary Engineering, was sent 
to Manteo, where the President will 
speak, by the State Department of 
Health. His assignment: “Keep 
mosquitoes away when the Presi- 
dent visits there Wednesday.” An 
amphitheater at Manteo, where Mr. 
Roosevelt will view a presentation 
of “Lost Colony,” is sprayed night- 
ly, but Hill took along an extra 
supply of fluid in case the Manteo 
sprayers run short. 


MAN'S BODY FOUND IN TRUNK

— More 
than 2000 American and British 
women and children fled down the 
Whangpoo River today while shells 
from the Japanese fleet were fall- 
ing on the water. 

They huddled on tenders for 
the 10-mile journey down the river 
to the Yangtze estuary where ocean 
liners waited to evacuate them 
from the Shanghai theater of war. 


tug bearing British refugees just 
as it arrived alongside the Jap- 
anese warships. The Japanese fleet 
immediately opened fire and the 
shells burst directly over the 
Chinese plane as it flashed in and 
out among the claudbanks. Each 
time it appeared, it was peppered 
unceasingly. 

Heavy barricades were thrown up 
about the British evacuation’ sta- 
tion against the crush of dense 
crowds. A party of bluejackets 
from the British warship Danae 
barricaded the area leading to the 
pontoons. , 

Because of the heavy shelling, 
the British refugee barges broke 
out a white ensign giving them the 
status of warships. 

Prayers of Thanksgiving. 

Prayers of thanksgiving were of- 
fered on the customs jetty before 
the first Dollar line tender left 
for the refugee liner President Jef- 
ferson with 337 American women 
and children. 

It was a strange scene, barren of 
joy even among those fortunate 
enough to escape the terrifying 
bombardments and the threat, of 
hunger here. Fathers watching 
their wives and children sail to 
safety stood on the pier until the 
tender disappeared down the river. 

The women, their faces showing 
the strain of lng nights of im- 
patient waiting amid bursting 
bombs and_ anti-aircraft shells, 
trudged wearily aboard. Most of 
them carried suitcases—their only 
luggage—in one hand and a child 
or two clutching the other. One 
baby was carried aboard in an in- 
cubator. 

There was no.panic. There was 
no fainting. The women and chil- 
dren had to go, leaving husbands 
and fathers behind. 

The refugees, many of them with- 
out baggage, streamed from the va- 
rious international areas to the wa- 
terfront and crowded the customs 
shed at the foot of Hankow road. 
Warplanes swooped and dived in 
combat overhead and shells spurt- 
ed from the anti-aircraft batteries 
of the Japanese fleet. 

Twice the Dollar Line tender made 
the perilous trip down the Whang- 
poo, safely carrying American refu- 
gees to the President Jeffer- 
son, which then slipped out to the 
open sea toward Manila.

— Shells 
sprayed foreign home areas in 
Shanghai today and heavy artillery, 
roared tonight as 100,000 Japanese 
and Chinese troops fought in and . 
around the city. Fires broke out 
as incendiary shells and bombs 
struck, 

Japanese guns after dark began 
a renewal of the battle which ear- 
lier today threw shell fragments 
into the French concession, where 
many Americans live. 

Concession police, unable to ac- 
curately determine the number of 
dead or injured, estimated that 50 
persons, all Chinese, were struck by, 
shrapnel or shell splinters. 


Sunset found “Frenchtown” ready, 
for another dark night of land, 
naval and air hostilities. Foreign- 
ers and Chinese alike feared a repe- 
tition of last night’s terrific battle 
over Pootung, industrial area across 
the Whangpoo River. | 


Unchecked Fires x 

The first bombardment today 
came when Japanese warships 
sprayed the western edge of the, 
foreign areas with shrapnel as they 
sought to down a Chinese pursuit 
plane. 

Later, 13 Japanese bombers 
launched a powerful reprisal raid 
against the Chinese Chapei and’ 
Kiangwan areas to the north and. 
against the Chinese lines. The 
bombardment centered about the 
Commercial Press. Building near 
the northern edge of the Interna- 
tional] Settlement, 

The building, which suffered 
heavily in 1932 warfare, was report-. 
ed sheltering Chinese artillery bat- 
teries. The bombs started fires over 
several square miles. | 

China’s own artillery and bomb 
attack was aimed at the Japanese 
positions in the Hongkew district, 
which lies at the northern edge of 
the International Settlement, along 
a curye of the Whangpoo River, and 
at Japanese warships. 

Unconfirmed reports said Chinese 
troops had hard on Jap. 
anese positions along the lines 
northeast of Shanghai facing the 
Whangpoo River beyond the Inter- 
national Settlement. In some places 
they were believed to have pene- 
trated Japanese advance positions, 

Darkness also disclosed three 

huge fires started by Chinese 
bombs and shells within Japanese 
lines. 
One raged in Chapei, across Soo- 
chow Creek from the International 
Settlement. The other two roared 
uncontrolled in the mill district 
northeast of Shanghai. 

International Settlement fire 
fighters withdrew to south of the 
creek, leaving the Chapei blaze un- 
checked, to protect the Settlement 
itself from the advancing flames. 

Explosion Shakes Frenchtown. 

A heavy explosion shook the heart

Decides to Ask Emperor 
for Extraordinary Session 
of Parliament to Pass 
Necessary Laws.

TOKIO, Aug. 17.—The Japanese 


Cabinet decided today to ask for an 
extraordinary session of Parliament 
Sept. 3 to consider placing Japan’s 
economic structure on a wartime 


basis, make appropriations and en- 
act measures for prosecution of the 
undeclared war in China. 

The proposed five-day session, 
bringing the Diet together a third 
time within 10 months, would es 
tablish a parliamentary precedent. 

The Cabinet’s request will be ten- 
dered to Emperor Hirohito, who 
would summon Japan’s lawmakers. 

Citizens to Evacuate. 

From Shanghai came a Japanese 
News Agency report that Japanese 
authorities had decided on evacua- 
tion of all Japanese women and 
children with the greatest possible 


All Japanese ships in the vicinity 
were to participate in remo of 
the refugees, the agency said, and 
it was expected 15,000 would be tak- 
en out before the end of the week. 
There are 30,000 Japanese in Shang- 
hai, including many who have 
flocked to the city from the coun- 
tryside. 

Trans-Pacific ocean liners which 
have been stopping at Shanghai 
hereafter will omit the call at that 
port and go directly to Hongkong 
from Kobe, Japan, it was announced 
here. 

The Cabinet heard a report from 

Admiral Mitsumasa Yonai, Minister 
of Marine, that 87 Chinese war 
planes had been shot down or 
wrecked by bombs while in hangars 
at Shanghai since the fighting be- 
gan there last Friday. Seventeen 
}hangars were destroyed, he said. 
\ The Foreign Office spokesman 
said that the Japanese Consul Gen- 
eral at Shanghai, Suemasa Oka- 
moto, had forwarded reports that 
a mutiny had broken out at Nan- 
king among the personal troops of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, the 
Chinese Premier and army com- 
mander. 

The spokesman said Okamoto 
had reported the mutiny at the Chi- 
nese capital purely as a rumor 
which he was unable to confirm. 
The Foreign Office did not know 
the source of the rumor, he said. 

The newspaper Asahi reported, 
however, that the rumor came from 
“a certain foreign Power” and other 
sources stated that information 
from British circles indicated there 
was a disturbance among the Gen- 
eralissimo’s persona] troops. 

Asahi declared it was believed 
that the Nanking revolters were 
composed of those elements of the 
Central Army which had been 
against war with Japan from the 
beginning of the North China hos- 
tilities. 

Would Destroy Central Army. 

The Domei news agency reported 
from the seaport of Nagaski that 
Major-General Kumakichi Harada, 
the new Japanese military attache 
to China, asserted as he departed 
for his post that Japan ought to 
destroy the Chinese Central Army 
in order to maintain peace and or- 
der in East Asia. 

The liners Nagasaki Maru and 
Shanghai Maru departed for China 
with a work battalion of 500 men, 
1000 bales of rice and 10,000 bales 
of charcoal. Both express vessels 
are making 48-hour return voyages 
between Nakasaki and Shanghai 
to rush supplies to the China front 
and evacuate Japanese refugees. 

The Navy office said Japanese 
bluejackets in Shanghai were main- 
taining their lines against heavy 
odds. It reported Japanese air 
forces had shot down, destroyed or 
grounded 27 Chinese airplanes to- 
day. , 

Japanese press dispatches from 
North China told of widespread 
Chinese troop movements, and, in 
particuiar, of the advance of four 
divisions against the Japanese po- 
sitions north of Peiping and south 
of Tientsin. 

Four Divisions on Move. 

Two divisions were said to be 
moving down from Chahar Pro- 
vince toward Nankow Pass, 30 
miles northwest of Peiping, where 
Chinese regulars have been block- 
ing the advance of a Japanese bri- 
gade for more than a week. 

Two other divisions were report- 
ed advancing notrhward from 
Shantung Province along the Pu- 
kow-Tientsin railroad. The news 
paper Yomiuri predicted a con- 
certed drive by the Chinese for the 
recovery of Northern and Eastern 
Hopeh Province, now under dom- 
ination of the Japanese Army. 

On the eastern seacoast of Shan- 
tung Province, Chinese troops 
were said to be encircling Tsingtao, 
ready to open fire at the first sign 
of any attempt to land Japanese 
troops in the city.

about 30 cruisers, destroyers and 
gunboats, fought against a force of 
Chinese, estimated at 70,000 to 100,- 
000 regulars. 

At dusk, guns of Japanese war- 
ships began a terrific bombard- 
ment. The direction of the shells 
could not be ascertained. 

Shrapnel Sprays Frenchtown. 

Chinese-vapanese air clashes 
shook the city until early in the 
afternoon, spraying steel through- 
out the French Concession, 

Here, stores were locked and 
barred, with only a few handing 
out supplies from a slit in the door 
or a carefully opened window. 

French and ~- British reinforce- 
ments were rushed into “French 
town” to augment the international 
guard. Four hundred French 
marines were thrown around the 
concession waterworks half a mile 
south of the concession. 

This jutted the French lines five 
miles into Chinese territory. The 
detachments at both new posts were 
cut off from the main French 
forces. Two hundred sailors from 
the French cruiser Lamotte Picquet 
were added to the force. 

So dangerous was the battle con- 
sidered for foreigners that Amer- 
ican and British authorities pressed 
the evacuation of the great com- 
mercial city. 

Four shells struck the settlement 
Wardroad jail containing several 
thousand prisoners and killing an 
undetermined number of them. A 
portion of the wall was blown out 
and shells crashed into two cell 
blocks. All the prisoners were 
locked in their cells. 

In Shanghai prices skyrocketed. 
Food stocks were running low and 
the gasoline shortage was acute. 

Curfew in Shanghai. 

International Scttlement a_thori- 
ties proclaimed strict measures to 
maintain order and protect life and 
property within the settlement. A 
curfew was rigidly enforced. All 
persons were required to stay in- 
doors from 10 p. m until 5 a. m 
Only police and defense forces were 
allowed to carry weapons. Loiter- 
ers were arrested. 

The Emergency Food Committee 
solicited all establishments owning 
electric refrigerators for cold stor- 
age space. 

Four Chinese selling fake steam- 
ship tickets among refugees 
jamming the foreign quarter were 
jailed. 

Re-opening today of the Chase 
National Bank, the National City 
Bank and other foreign banking in- 
stitutions, using private residences, 
relieved the moneyless condition of 
the population. American bank 
heads said financial requirements 
of Americans could be supplied in 
full. 

Police of the Internationa) Settle- 
ment worked to maintain com- 
munications between the various 
areas. Headquarters reported the 
outlying stations had been unable 
to report all morning and no in- 
vestigation had been made of the 
death toll 

Rioting in Foreign Quarter. 

Two important police stations 
along the Yangtzepoo road on the 
north bank of the Whangpoo be 
hind the Japanese warships were 
isolated. Twelve British officers 
were in one and an undetermined 
number in the other. They were 
caught under the cross fire of the 
Chinese and Japanese forces, and 
fears were expressed they might all 
be dead. 
Infuriated Chinese in the French 
concession killed an unidentified 
person they said was a Korean 
who threw a bomb that killed three 
Chinese. 

Although police were too late to 
prevent the death of today’s first 
mob victim, they broke up a sec- 
ond mob attacking a Chinese ac- 
cused of “traitorous activities.” A 
gang of Chinese estimated to num 
ber nearly 500 attacked one of 
their countrymen near the Asso- 
ciated Press office. Two French 
patrols braved the clubs of infuri- 
ated Chinese, fighting their way 
through a howling mass to rescue 
the beaten and bleeding victim. 

Soochow Creek, ..long the north- 

east fringe of the International Set- 
tlement, was empty except for 
debris. Usually it is crowded with 
native craft. 
A trickle of refugees continued to 
cross from the Japanese Hongkew 
districts. The huge apartment hotel, 
Broadway Mansions, in the Inter- 
national Settlement north of 
Soochow Creek, was empty. En- 
trances were to be barricaded. 


Astor Hotel Ordered Closed. 


For the first time in its long 
history the famous Astor House 
Hotel, a few hundred yards behind 
the gapanese WJonsulate, was 
ordered closed. Hotel employes said 
that despite frequent bombings of 
the Japanese Consulate, the hotel 
thus far was undamaged although 
many bombs fell only yards away. 

However, before it could close, the 
Japanese military quartered 1500 
Japanese refugees in the Astor 
House, virtually ejecting the man- 
agement and taking over the prop- 
erty. The manager said he had re 
moved the hotel records and left. 


Bands of Chinese refugees roamed 
the streets, looting ‘rice shops. 
They were dispersed by police but 
quickly reformed. 

Due to the shortage of food, the 
settlement authorities organized an 
emergency food and fuel commit- 
tee to insure transportation of food- 
stuffs from the surrounding coun- 
tryside. Armed escorts, the com- 
mittee announced, would be used to 
convoy the food if necessary. 

Following an almost full day of 
intermittent rain, the skies sudden- 
ly cleared. Naval bombardments 
momentarily ceased and all atten- 
tion was seemingly centered on the 
spectacle unfolding before millions 
of eyes. 

The roofs which had been®barren 
of people all day long were sudden- 
ly crowded when the danger of fly- 
ing shell splinters was removed. 
Only an occasional thud of an ex- 
ploding bomb was heard. 


Extent of Battle Line. 
The battle lines were drawn from 


the area north of Shanghai center- 


jing on the North Sxchewan road 
threugh the fringes of I »ngkew to 
the Whangpoo and across the river 
in the Pootung industrial area. 

The battle raged heaviest in 
Hongkew and in the Pootung flats 
where the Chine-2 vatteries were 
able to blast at the Japanese posi- 
tions on the west bank from the 
rear. 

Japanese announced _ that 18 
Japanese civilians were killed in 
Hongkew as a result of Chinese 
bombardments up to dusk. The Jap- 
anese military claimed a second 
Chinese plane had been shot down 
late today during an air raid. The 
pilot was. killed as he parachuted 
to the ground, they said. 

Vice-Admiral Kiyoshi Hasegawa, 
commander-in-chief of the third 
Japanese fleet, gave warning that 
Japan would punish anyone engag- 
ing in “any conspicuous use of 
light tending to give aid to aerial 
military operations of the Chinese. 

The announcement followed dis- 
covery that several lights were 
shining from windows of high 
buildings in Hongkew during last 
night’s furious Chinese-Japanese 
clash. Japanese authorities claimed 
they were blinking signals to the 
Chinese. 

The salvos from the Japanese 
warships, strung out below the 
garden bridge where the Whangpoo 
makes one of its Bénds, shook the 
city. 

‘The Japanese guns were shoot- 
ing over the international settle- 
ment north of Soochow Creek in 
the direction of Chapei, one of the 
most densely populated Chinese sec- 
tors. 

Eyewitnesses returning from the 
Chapei district told of wholesale de- 
struction by Japanese bombs. The 
blasts took a heavy toll of Chinese 
railway and industrial properties. 
The 13 Japanese bombers, circling 
in from the west, dropped explo- 
sives on the junction of the Shang- 
hai-Nanking and Shanghai-Han- 
chow Railway. 


Japanese Counter Attack. 


It was from this point that Chi- 
nese Big Berthas shelied Japanese 
positions in 1932. Chinese artillery 
there, witnesses said, was silenced 
by today’s attack. The planes 
dropped 30 bombs and made 25 di- 
rect hits on buildings about the 
junction. 

The Japanese guns later began 
blasting at the Chinese fortifica- 
tions at Pootung, almost at muzzle 
range. Six Japanese bombers took 
part in the effort to break the Chi- 
nese rear attack on the river posi- 
tions. 

The bombers attacked in squad- 
rons of three, dropping explosives 
on the Chinese batteries. As one 
squadron moved off to wheel for 
another attack, the other would 
swing in. The rain of bombs 
seemed almost continuous. 

One Chinese raiding plane was 
shot down in a foray against the 
Japanese headquarters in Hong- 
kew. The flyer dived within a few 
hundred feet of the headquarters, 
dropped his load of bombs and then 
crashed. Flames immediately broke 
out all over the surrounding area: 


Japanese Land Reinforcements. 


The smoke of numerous fires 
could be seen in the area where 
many of the largest storage depots 
and warehouses are loc&ted. The 
Japanese blasted away at Chinese 
positions just across from one of 
Shanghai’s most famous spots 
where the Bund meets the Avenue 
Edward VII and becomes the Quai 
de France. 


Throughout last night the Jap- 
anese warships maneuvered closer 
to shore and, led by the flagship 
of the combined first and third 
fleets, the cruiser Idzumo, threw 
tons of metal into the Chinese po- 
sitions. Searchlights pointed at the 
Chinese batteries and star shells 
and tracer bulets flared. 

The Japanese bombardment 
seemed to have little effect, how- 
ever, as throughout the night and 
this morning the Chinese fire at 
the warships and the Japanese 
shore positions was unbroken. 

Japanese reinforcements were 
landed from warships while the 
Chinese guns from Pootung con- 
tinued their pounding. The blue- 
jackets were ferried ashore to the 
wharf near the Japanese Consul- 
ate while two seaplanes patrolled 
overhead. The Idzumo, another 
cruiser and two destroyers ranged 
nearby. 

An explosion occurred aboard a 
Japanese torpedo boat lying a 
half mile down river from the 
Idzumo. The warship was able to 
berth under its own power on the 
Pootung side of the river. 


Chinese Report Superiority. 

Chinese said the victory was slow- 
ly becoming theirs; that their 
planes had achieved superiority in 
the air; that they had captured the 
Japanese Hongkew headquarters 
and driven a wedge into the park. 
Japanese denied these statements. 

The Chinese attacked these posi- 
tions both front and rear. Waves 
of Chinese infantry drove across 
the Shanghai-Woosung railway at 
the Japanese headquarters. Across 
the river in the thickly built indus- 
trial city of Pootung 30,000 to 40, 
000 Chinese troops were in battle 
position, their artillery and machine 
guns firing at the Japanese fleet 
from the rear. 


With large units of the Japanese 
Army known to be on the way to 
Shanghai from the homeland, it 
was thought the battle would in- 
crease in extent and ferocity. 
| Unofficial Chinese reports said 
the Chinese forces around Shang- 
hai were increasing. The horde of 
regulars and irregulars was becom- 
ing so great that Chinese could 
start a final drive to push Japanese 
into the sea, the reports asserted. 

Chinese reports said the Central 
Government at Nanking was “most 
satisfied” with action of its air 
corps, which was described as a 
“shining example for the nation’s 
young pilots.” 

Particular praise was given to 
Pilot Chow Tung-fang, credited 
with shooting down two Japanese

Chiang Kai-shek gave him a re 
ward. 

From Nanking came reports of a 
“severe aerial battle” at Hangchow, 
southwest of Shanghai, on the tip 
of Hangchow Bay, an arm of the 
China Sea. Alarm signals were 
sounded at Nanking, but an expect- 
ed raid did not materialize. f 

From Canton came reports tha 
the southern metropolis feared the 
warfare would engulf South China 
as well as Northern and Central 
provinces. 

Japanese suddenly evacuated the 
foreign concession at Canton and 
departed for Hongkong on board a 
merchantman convoyed by destroy- 
ers. The ship carried Japanese 
consular officials as well as civil- 
ians. 

Chinese authorities at Canton ad- 
vised womén and children of the 
city to start evacuation for safety 
against a possible aerial attack. 

Chinese mounted anti-aircraft 
gung on the roofs of Canton build- 
ings. A number of White Rus 
sians were reported arrested on 
charges they were in the service of 


Japan. 

Two American destroyers were 
steaming on a forced run down the 
coast from Cheefoo to reinforce the 
U. S. S. Augusta and the Yangtze 
patrol fleet already guarding Amer- 
ican interests. 


Chiang Summons Envoys. 

In Nanking last night, the head 
of the Chinese Government, Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek, summoned to his 
headquarters Nelson T. Johnson, 
American Ambassador, and the 
British, French, Italian and Ger- 
man Ambassadors. He said _ to 
them: “We do not intend to attack 
anyone, but we are determined to 
defend our territory at all costs.” 

Gen. Chiang’s assurances were 
given after the ..merican and Brit- 
ish Embassies had delivered oral 
and written_ protests against the 
bombing last Saturday #f the inter- 
national settlement and Frenck con- 
cession in Shanghai. The Chinese 
said these were accidental, due to 
Japanese anti-aircraft fire wound- 
ing the Chinese pilots and damag- 
ing the bomb racks of the Chinese 
planes, 


Eden Returns to London for Special 
Ceuncil Meeting. ; 

LONDON, Aug. 17.—Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden interrupted 
his vacation because of the hostili- 
ties in Shanghai today and returned 
to London for an emergency con- 
ference with some of his ministers. 
Authoritative quarters said e 
meeting was a special council b 
expressed belief that no decision 
would be taken altering Great Brit- 
ain’s fundamental policy. 

The British Foreign Office has 
been in constant touch with the 
United States and France over the 
undeclared war between Japan and 
China through consultations here, 
in Washington and in Paris.

An opinion as to whether the St. 
Louis County Court has authority to 
revoke the commissions of Jus- 


| tices of the Peace appointed by the 


Court was requested of County 
Counselor George E. Heneghan yes- 


terday by Associate Judges William 
E. Lauer and Eugene G. Tighe. 
Lauer and Tighe said they would 
like to remove all of the 23 ap- 
pointive magistrates, who were 
named for four-year terms in De 
cember, 1934, just before the re- 
tirement of a previous County 
Court. Particularly, the Judges 
said, they would like to revoke the 
commission of George R. Hart of 


St. Ferdinand Township, who has 


been advertising “marriages at any 
hour” in East St. Louis papers since 
a new Illinois law, requiring medi- 
cal examinataion of applicants for 
marriage licenses, went into effect. 

Justice Hart said today he has 
hired two lawyers to fight any ous- 
ter move on the part of “that Dem- 
ocratic County Court.” He is a 
Republican. 

Declaring he considered himself 
“performing a real public service,” 
he said, “I’m in the marriage busi- 
ness to stay and I ftntend to run 
for election next year.” He said he 
had seven persons on his payroll, 


but denied any were “runners,” so- 


liciting business on the East Side, 
which he said had been rumored at 
the Courthouse, Weddings at which 
he officiated totaled 322 in July, 
cmpared with 140 in June, he said. 
Early in 1935 the then County 
Counselor, John E. Mooney, ruled 
that the County Court had no au- 
thority to revoke commissions of 
Justices and said the only procedure 
was by quo warranto. However, 
no action ever was taken along 
that line. There have been no ap- 
pointments of Justices by the Coun- 
ty Court since the 23 got commis- 
sions.

FORESEES DANGER 
IN SUCH A POLICY 


‘Asserts It Would Mean, in 
the Last Analysis, Some 
Form of Compulsory 
Arbitration. 


There is an !ncreasing demand in 
the United States for compulsory 
incorporation of trade unions, su- 
pervision of their funds and regula- 


tion of membership rules, Matthew 
Woll, vice-president of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor, declared 
today in his report as first vice- 
president of the International Pho- 
to-Engravers’ Union of North 
America, in convention at Hotel 
Statler. 

“Indeed,” he said, “the demand 
goes beyond the regulation of the 
internal affairs of trade unions 
and embraces the regulation, not 
only of the processes of collective 
bargaining, but the creating of new 
group responsibilities embracing in 
the last analysis some form of com- 
pulsory arbitration and of compul- 
sory union membership. 

“There are those who view some 
of the recent legislation designed to 
make secure the. right of wage 
earners to organize and to enhance 
collective bargaining as containing 
within its provisions an element 
of danger, in that industrial strife 
and conflict is now regarded as a 
restraint and interference with in- 
terstate commerce. While for the 
moment only employers are charged 
with the responsibility of maintain- 
ing industria] peace and the trade 
unions are free to act as they may 
choose, the time may come when 
workers may likewise be restrained 
and our trade unions as well as in- 
dividual members thereof be held 
equally responsible in law for all 
phases of management, conduct 
and accounting. Should this come 
to pass no one can predict with any 
degree of certainty where such a 
development may lead.” 

Criticises Tactics of C I O. 

It was a matter of grave concern 
that American labor forces were so 
sharply divided now when harmony 
and unity were of paramount im- 
portance, Woll continued. Forces 
loosed under the guise of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
he said, “have assumed such pro- 
portions that even if the C I'O as 
such were to dissolve tomorrow, the 
destructive and antagonistic ele- 
ments within it would continue in 
their destructive path and attempt 
to function under some other lead- 
ership.” 

“While it may be true,” he said, 
“that' the C I O has made for gains 
in the ranks of organized labor, 
the American Federation of Labor 
and its affiliated organizations

have made for equal if not greater 
gains. Certainly the gains made by 
the A. F. of L. organizations are 
by far more permanent in charac- 
ter. But more important is the 
fact that the hatreds and bitterness 
aroused and tactics resorted to by 
organizations of the C I O have 
caused an almost irreparable dam- 
age to the cause of labor. As a re- 
sult, we stand on the threshold of a 
reaction that may not only retard 


the future progress of labor, but 
may cause the workers to lose 
much of that gained in recent 


years. 


“A Question of Sane Unionism.” 

“It is today no longer a ques- 
tion of form of organization that 
is at issue, rather it is a question 
of whether sane and responsible 
trade union activities are to con- 
In this contest 
there can be but one choice. Then, 
too, a careful review of all that has 
transpired makes evident the fact 
that whatever legislative and or- 
ganizational advantages have come 
to labor are due in the main to the 
constant and persistent activities 
of the A. F. of L. and its affiliated 
or~anizations. 


“It is yet to be hoped that those 
who would destroy the very power 
and influence that has made possi- 
ble their very existence will realize 
the error of the course persuaded 
and avoid a more violent future 
conflict in the ranks of labor which 
in 
the final analysis, can benefit neith- 
er the A. F. of L. nor the C I O, 
but to the contrary give aid and 
comfort to the enemies of labor and 
encourage those who would pro- 
mote fascistic principles and prac- 
tices in our midst. The experiences 
abroad should clearly indicate the 
dangers ahead for all of labor.” 


Concern Over Foreign Trends. 


Foreign dictatorships and labor 
trends, the American workers’ lead- 
er went on, could not be regarded 
complacently here, and this nation 
already has been made to feel a de- 
pendent relationship on govern- 
ments abroad in international deal- 
ings and, to some extent, in do- 
mestic affairs. The tendency to- 
ward economic planning, more no- 
ticeable abroad than here, he called 
an essential corollary to the mili- 
tarization of fascist countries, In 
the main, he asserted, “all na- 
tional economic planning thus far 
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advanced has been singularly de- 
signed to meet national exigencies 
and to strengthen military and 
despotic regimes.” 

Unless free trade unions of the 
world exerted united power and 
influence against anti-democratic 
trends and for a voluntary rather 
than compulsory social order, he 
asserted, “they may find ultimately 
that their respective governments 
have become so enmeshed in fas- 
cist and dictatorial principles and 
practices that a return to demo- 
cratic ideals and institutions will 
again prove a long and bitter strug- 
gle, and with the workers arrayed 
against the government they them- 
selves helped to create.” 

A change in modern democracies 
has come, along with the rise of 
communism, fascism and nazism, 
Woll declared, recalling that democ- 
racies had been conceived to pre- 
serve political liberty. 

“It matters little,” he went on, 
“how favorably we may regard a 
passing administration. It is of 
utmost concern that we remember 
that the modern state is marked by 
features which may at any time 
bring it into conflict with the mis- 
sion and method of action of free 
trade ufiions. Even in democratic 
states there is the danger that the 
popular will may at some _ time 
prove a hindrance to those in au- 
thority. As a result we may find 
parliamentary and executive weap- 
ons developed by or under a favora- 
ble administration effectually used 
by an unfriendly government to 
hold in subjection the very forces 
that have made for the develop- 
ment of a popular will. 

Errors in Democracies. 

“It is generally admitted today 
that grave errors have taken place 
in contemporary democracies in 
not having given attention early 
enough to those economic and so- 
cial tasks which have now become 
the chief preoccupation of the 
modern state. It is also true that 
those who would have contempo- 
rary democracies return to the old 
order are merely inviting disaster. 


It is equally true, however, that 
our present method of seeking po- 
litical solution of problems which 
are fundamentally economic can- 
not be sustained indefinitely. It is 
these unfortunate errors which 
have given rise to nearly all of the 
new political departures of today. 
However, the more serious question 
relates to the permanency and sta- 
bility of gains made and successes 
attained by reason of the fact that 
these newer movements are devot- 
ing themselves to objectives essen- 
tially political rather than eco- 
nomic. The even greater question 
rests with the possibility of our 
trade union organizations becoming 
likewise enamored with political 
rather than economic objectives, 
methods and procedures.” 

Woll delivered a critical attack on 
economic recovery under fascism, 
lumping Russia with the fascist 
nations. He contrasted the “bound- 
less aggressiveness” of fascist 
countries with the “more or less 
passive attitude” of democratic 
lands, and voiced a “distinct warn- 
ing . against underestimating the 
power of autocracy and dictator- 


ship.”

The contract, providing for a

for average workers, and grants an 
increase from 49 to 55 cents an hour 
for hatmakers and trimmers, com- 
posing 70 per cent of the workers, 
said George A. Sherman, president 
of the Associated Millinery Indus- 
tries. 

Two other classes of workers, the 
operators and blockers, comprising

The closed shop clause, however, is 
a new provision, Harry Fromkin, 
international vice-president, who 
conducted the negotiations for the 
union, said. 

An increase of three cents an 
hour for the trimmers and hat- 
makers, offered by the millinery in- 
dustry, was rejected at a meeting 
last night of members of the union, 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. The agreement 
was reached at a conference this 
morning. Work continued during 
negotiations, the old contract hav- 
ing expired July 15. 

The closed shop provision  re- 
quires that workers who are not 
members of the union join before 
next Jan. 1, and that employes 
hired after signing of the contract 
become union members’ within 
three weeks after date of employ- 
ment. 

Fromkin said the closed shop 
clause is being sought by the un- 
ion in all hat and cap manufactur- 
ing centers, and yesterday a strike 
was called in Dallas, Tex., after ne- 
gotiations failed. The workers here 
voted a strike contribution of $500 
at last night’s meeting. 


Cupples Co. Match Plant Picketed 
as Workers Strike. 


Production workers and machin- 
ists at the match plant of the Cup- 
ples Co., 101 West Cornelia ave- 
nue, went on a strike today. The 
company has 110 employes in the 
match division, and five machinists 
at the plant, which is being picket- 
ed.

Would Invoke Embargo. 
Senators Nye (Rep.), North Da- 


kota; Bone (Dem.), Washington, 
and Clark (Dem.), Missouri, who 
sought vainly this session to make 
application of embargoes against 
warring nations mandatory instead 
of discretionary, issued a statement 
today, calling on Roosevelt to in- 
voke the Neutrality Act against 
Japan and China. They denied such 
action would aid Japan. 

“With or without, this (neutral- 
ity) law on the books,” said the 
statement, “Japan is able to block- 
ade China, and to prevent ship- 
ments of arms and other contra- 
band from reaching China. That 
military fact was not changed by 
the law. This prevents arms from 
going to. both sides... . 

“The Neutrality Act, by prevent- 
ing loans to all belligerents, will 
make the trading position of Japan, 
so far as the United States is con- 
cerned, more nearly on a level with 
that of China.” 

The neutrality law which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt might put into effect 
was enacted April 29. It stipulates 
that “whenever the President shall 
find that there exists a state of 
war” between the nations, he “shall 
proclaim such fact.” 

That action would place an auto- 
matic embargo against shipments 
of arms, munitions and “imple 
ments of war” to China or Japan 
and would prohibit travel by United 
States citizens on ships of those 
nations. 

Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, chief 
of the Asiatic fleet, reported to the 
Navy Department that he had 
ordered the destroyers Parrott and 
Edsall to proceed at once from 
Chefoo'to Shanghai and the Isabel, 
a yacht converted into a gunboat, 
to go from Tsingtao to Shanghai.

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Scenes of Terror on Bund 
As Refugees Flee City 


Correspondent’s Wife Tells How Women and 
Children at Shanghai Seek Safety on Ships 
Amid Flying Shell Splinters.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 17.—This once- 
gay metropolis of the Orient is a 
city of terror and ruin today, as 
the Chinese-Japanese conflict rages 


on in a thunder of cannonading. 

The frenzied activity of evacuat- 
ing more than 2000 American and 
British women and children en- 
gulfs the Bund. Lauggage-laden 
coolies stream along the world-fa- 
mous thoroughfare of luxury and 
pleasure, calling out excitedly as 
they race to keep up with the own- 
ers of the baggage. 

Taxis push their way in and out 
of the crowds. The harsh sound of 
their horns mingles with the chat- 
ter of rifle and machine-gun fire 
and the roar of artillery. Hordes 
of ragged Chinese refugees jam into 
the avenue to gape in curiosity at 
the spectacle. 

Splintered fragments of anti-air- 
craft shells are falling over the for- 
eign area, endangering everyone. 

Under the Guns. 

From the terror and confusion of 

the waterfront the women and chil- 


dren enter tenders to board liners 
which will carry them out to sea 
and safety. But the gauntlet of 
peril they must run before reach- 
ing the sanctuary of the Dollar liner 
President Jefferson or the British 
refugee ship, Rajputana, is clearly 
visible. 

Load after load of them ride in 
the tenders, tossed on the waters of 
the Whangpoo River, beneath the 
very guns of the Japanese fleet. Air- 
craft of both armies roar overhead, 
anti-aircraft guns fire at them. 
Shell splinters fall in the water 
around the tenders and on them. 
But all arrive safely. 

Along Nanking road, where hun- 
dreds died in Saturday’s tragic 
bombing, two bodies lie sprawled in 
a litter of shattered glass and ma- 
sonry. Everything is covered over 
with muck from the torrential rains 
of Sunday. Few living persons pass. 

Thousands of Chinese refugees 
mill along the shore of Soochow 
Creek opposite the Japanese con- 
sulate.

dent Hoover from Manila, was ex- 
pected to complete a fast 54-hour 
run Thursday to pick up more 
Americans.

e racecourse in the heart of the 

ternational Settlement. 

British tenders, following in the 
wake of the American, reached the 
refugee ship Rajputana which had 
withdrawn about six miles toward 
the sea. The Rajputana, her refu- 
gee passengers safely aboard, put 
out toward Hongkong,, British 
crown colony to the south. 

Among the refugeewx who left to- 
day were Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt 
Jr. and her son, Quentin, who went 
down the Whangpoo to the Presi- 
dent Jefferson. 

Ships Fire at Planes. 

As the first tender backed away 
from the customs jetty, the Chi- 
nese bombers flew from the west 
over the international settlement 
along Soochow Creek and out over 
the river where the Japanese war- 
ships lay. 

A terrific blast of fire from the 
cruiser’s guns greeted the Chinese 
warcraft. The Dollar Line tender 
paused and then headed down the 
river for Woosung and the liner 
President Jefferson which would 
take the Americans to Manila. 

Huge American flags were brok- 
en out on the tender as it began 
the perilous voyage. Two British 
tenders with 850 women and chil- 
dren aboard swung into line, close 
behind. 

Two other British tenders were 
loading at the jetty and as they 
swung into the stream, two more 
Chinese pursuit planes joined in 
the attack against the Japanese 
fleet. The British tenders/ headed 
down river alongside the firing Jap- 
anese warships. J 

On the passenger pontoons which 
put into the Whangpoo, husbands 
and fathers watched as the boat- 
loads of women and children picked 
their way through the battle to 
safety. 

Women Sent Below Decks. 

The whitened faces of women 
peered from portholes as_ the 
launches cast off from the jetty for 
the 10-mile journey down the 
Whangpoo. All ad been forced 
below and only marines remained 
on the upper decks of the tenders. 

When the Dollar line tender re- 
turned late today from Woosung, 
sailors and United States Marine 
guards who accompanied the refu- 
gees brought word they had been 
put safely aboard the Jefferson. 

They told of women weeping with 
joy and relief to find themselves 
safe aboard the ship, a refuge from 
booming guns, with nurseries and 
food for their children. 

Seamen said the tender ran a 
gantlet of opposing fire but that 
both sides respected its errand. 

They said the firing was almost 
incessant during the whole run 
down the Whangpoo River, start- 
ing with a burst of Japanese anti- 
aircraft fire at Chinese planes that 
disappeared in the clouds a few 
moments after the tender pulled 
away from the jetty. 

Among today’s ceparting re- 
fugees was Charles H. Forster, 
director of the American Red Cross 
in the Philippines. Preparations 
already had been made by the Red 
Cross at Manila, he said, for the 
arrival of the President Jefferson 
and other evacuation vessels. 

The smaller foreign communities 
—Finnish, Swedish, Danish, Italian, 
Spanish and Norwegian — were 
evacuating women and _ children. 
Italian and Spanish refugees pre- 
pared to leave for Hongkong to- 
morrow on the steamer Victoria. 
Other nationalities arranged for 
evacuation on the S. S. Paishan. 


Japanese Scan American Ships 
Bound for Shanghai. 

ABOARD 8. S. PRESIDENT Mc-

Delay in Filling 11 Places 
Causes Tension—<Action 
Sept. 1, Indicated. 


Interest has been growing steadily 
at City Hall over appointments to 
be made by Mayor Dickmann for 11 


places as second rank officials~for 
his second term. He has declined 
to indicate whether incumbents 
would be retained or dropped, al- 
though the general feeling has been 
that most of them would be kept. 
However, the delay has been un- 
usual. The Mayor’s new term be- 
gan April 20. His predecessors gen- 
erally have settled all principal ap- 
pointments quickly, naming major 
department heads by May 1 and the 
subordinate group by June 1.

The Mayor gives the im- 
pression that he is enjoying the sit- 
uation and the rumors that have 
sprung up consequently about va- 
rious positions. It has been indi- 
cated that the decision on the jobs 
might be announced about Sept. 1. 

Places in Question. 

It has been thought likely at 
least five officials were sure of 
reappointment: Park Commission- 
er Joseph J. Mestres, Supply Com- 
missioner Victor P. Roach, Dr. 
Ralph L. Thompson, Hospital Com- 
missioner, and Dr. Joseph F. Bre- 
deck, Health Commissioner, and 
Maurice J. Cassidy, chairman of 
the Efficiency Board. Each receives 
$6000 a year. Mestres is treasurer 
of the Democratic City Committee 
and Seventh Ward committeeman.

George Kimball, associated with 
the Hancock County School Board, 
made his assertion at the Labar 
Board hearing on its complaint that 
Weirton Steel opposed the Steel 
Workers’ Organizing Committee 
with “terrorism.” 

While steel workers sat silent 
during the hearing in the little 
county courthouse at New Cumber- 
land, Kimball declared the School 
Board had originally agreed to let 
the Labor Board hold its present 
hearing in the Weirton school. 

Kimball testified a special meet- 
ing was then held at the request of 
the Fire Chief who said the School | 
Board should first instal) fire es- 
capes. The witness added: 

“We received permission to use 
the auditorium then, but in my 
opinion the whole thing was a plot 
to prevent use of the auditorium by 
the Labor Board. 

Clyde A. Armstrong, company 
counsel, objected to the statement, 
but was overruled by the trial ex- 
aminer. 

Voted for Fire Escapes. 

‘In my opinion,” Kimball said, 
that special meeting of the board 
was called for the sole purpose of 
rescinding the former action grant- 
ing the Labor Board permission to 
use the high school auditorium.” 

Under Armstrong’s questioning, 
Kimball said he had voted for in- 
stallation of the fire escape. 

Attorney Allen, head of the La- 
bor Board, previously asked the 
School Board member if it was 
not true that employe representa- 
tives of the steel company, center 
of the town’s industrial life, had 
received permission to meet in the 
school and that the C I O had been 
refused permission. 

Armstrong objectéd and _ the 
question was not answered. He 
asserted: “But the C I O is not 
a party to this proceedings: 

“But the S W O C is a party to 
the proceedings and the relation- 
ship between the two is _ clear,” 
Heald replied. 

Wearing C I O buttons, many of 
the steel mill men had jammed in- 
to the court room long before the 
hearing resumed. Nearly 300 more 
witnesses will be called by the La- 
bor Board. 

Kimball later said he voted at an- 
other meeting against installatior 
of a fire escape and fire door at 
the high school.

“but while I don’t say that it will go 
only four games I don’t think the 
National League champions will 
have a chance. 

Can’t Tell in Short Series. 

“You can’t tell much for cer- 
tain about a short series of seven 
games, but if the Chicago Cubs win 
I hate to think what those DiMag- 
gios, Gehrigs and Dickeys are go- 
ing to do to that short left field wall 
at Wrigley Field.

The race for second 
place between Detroit, Chicago and 
‘Boston is keeping up remarkable 
interest.”

The old mauler, who, unlike most 
ex-fighters, is regarded as a good 
judge of fighters, wouldn’t go so 
far as to say the Welsh champion 
is a long-shot underdog. 

Louis Still Easy to Hit. 

“As I have said all the time, Louis 
is easy to hit and still easier to hurt 
—and if Farr can connect—well, 
you know what Schmeling did. You 
always have to go back to that 
Schmeling fight to size Louis up,” 
Dempsey explained. 

“Louis simply can’t take it around 
the head. However, I’m not sure 
Farr can hit hard enough with 
either hand to hurt Louis even if 
he does manage to connect. 

“He has one bad fault. Before 
he lets a punch go he pulls his 
hand back. By the time he gets 
around to throwing it at Louis, he 
may be clipped. Also, Farr boxes 
with his hands too low, down 
around his knees, and I don’t think 


he moves around enough.

LONDON, Aug. 17.—There’s a 
suspicion in Britain that maybe it’s 
just as well that the future of the 
empire doesn’t depend on Tommy 
Farr. 

Which is to say that, if Joe Louis 
mangles him Aug. 26, the common- 
wealth will be braced for the shock. 

If it isn’t braced, it won’t be the 
fault of the British sports writers. 
They have spent much time and 
many shillings looking at the pic- 
tures of the Louis-Jim Braddock 
fight, and, though generally in- 
clined to let their patriotism get in 
the way of their judgment in deci- 
sions of this kind, they are picking 
Louis. 

“Nice fellow, Tommy, courageous 
and all that sort of thing, but he 
really can’t attack, can he?” they 
say. The writers don’t believe their 
boy is good enough to stay 15 
rounds with Louis without getting 
hit too many times. 

There also is a tendency here to 
regret Tommy’s recent eloquence. 
It’s all very well for Farr to make 
a hit in America, but what Britain 
wants to know is, “Is it dignified?”

NEW SMOKE COMMISSIONER 
ASKS PUBLIC TO HELP HIM 


“It’s Your Problem as Well as 
Mine,” He Says, Predicting Rigid 
Enforcement of Rules. 

Raymond R. Tucker, appointed 
smoke commissioner to enforce the 
city’s new anti-smoke ordinance, 
asked all St. Louisans to co-operate 
in eliminating the smoke evil, in a 
speech over Radio Station KMOX 
last night. ? 

“It is your problem as well as 


mine,” Tucker said, “and ee | 
your co-operation very little progress 
can be made. Why not constitute 
yourself a missionary in this pro- 
gram? Why not see how many of 
your neighbors and your friends 
you can get to co-operate with you 
in making your block, or your sec- 
tion, a smokeless one? With this 
type of co-operation this problem is 
not impossible of solution.” 

Tucker declared that the new or- 
dinance would be rigidly enforced. 
He was introduced by Mayor Dick- 
mann.

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CLINICS FOR MOTHERS 
URGED BY DOCTORS 


Negro Commission Makes Re- 
port to National Medical 
Association. 


Birth control clinics for mothers 
suffering from venereal disease 
were indorsed today by the com- 
mission on syphilis of the National 
Medic al Association in a report be- 
fore the convention of Negro doc- 
tors, dentists an dpharmacists at 
Sumner High School, 4248 West 
Cottage avenue. 

The report strongly urged the 


study and development of plans to 
prevent congenital syphilis. “If 
60,000 syphilitic children are born 
each year and 1,000,000 potential 
mothers are syphilitic, the problem 
presses heavily upon us to reduce 
this by steady, continuous treat- 
ment of the expectant mother,” the 
report stated. 

The National Medical Association 
was the first large organization 
to offer its services in the fight to 
stamp out spyhilis, the commission, 
headed by Dr. D. W. Byrd of Nor- 
folk, Va., pointed out. Dr. Thomas 
Parran, Surgeon-General of the 
United States, in his recent book, 
“Shadow on the Land,” paid tribute 
to the Negro doctor for the en- 
thusiasm and courage with which 
he has taken up his share of the 
load of fighting syphilis, the report 
added. 

Wasserman Tests Urged. 

The commissicn has recom- 
mended to members of the medical 
association that every patient be 
given a Wasserman. test for 
syphilis. 

Eighty per cent of the persons 
suffering from syphilis are permit- 
ted to return to society with little 
or no treatment, Dr. O. C. Wenger 
of Chicago specialist in venereal 
disease control of the United States 
Public Health Service, told the con- 
vention today. 

The disease is really an epidemic 
because it is scattered throughout 
the population, he pointed out. 

“It is estimated that over 518,000 
fresh infections of syphilis are diag- 
nosed each year, and this number is 
the minimum since it represents 
only those cases which seek treat- 
ment from an authorized medical 
agency within the first year of their 
infection,” he said. 

With the estimated half million 
previously infected cases it is be- 
lieved that one out of 10 adults in 
the United States has or has had 
syphilis sometime during life, he 
added. 

Syphilis is three times more fre- 
quent in urban than in rural.areas, 
he continued. But there may be a 
great difference in the volume of 
cases in adjoining communities. 
Twice as many men as women con- 
tract the disease, particularly be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 30. How- 
ever, Dr. Wenger pointed out, it 
is significant that 20 per cent of 
the fresh infections each year are 
persons under 20. Eighty per cent 
of those infected are unable to pay 
for adequate private treatment, 
studies have shown. 

Establishment of adequate treat- 
ment facilities would eliminate 10 
per cent of first admissions to 
mental institutions and would add 
17 per cent to the life expectancy 
of white men with Syphilis and 30 
per cent to the expectancy of the 
diseased Negro, he said.

SALES TAX DEFEATED 
IN MAINE REFERENDUM 


Nearly Every Large Town 
Votes Heavily Against One 
Per Cent Levy, 


By the Associated Press. 

PORTLAND, Me., Aug. 17.—Maine 
voters rejected in a statewide refer- 
endum yesterday a proposed 1 per 
cent retail sales tax to finance old 
age assistance and education equal- 
faztion. 

The vote in 485 out of 632 pre- 
cincts in the State showed 31,952 
for the tax and 59,884 against it. 

Nearly every large city and town 

voted heavily against the tax which 
had been fought by merchants and 
leaders of grange and labor organi- 
zations. Some rural areas leaned 
toward the tax. 
Bangor voted three to one against 
the tax. Biddeford swamped it 
2954 to 206 and its twin city, Saco, 
likewise opposed it, 1025 to 248. 

Among large towns favoring the 
tax were Fort Kent in northern 


Aroostock County and Dover-Fox- 
croft in Piscataquis County, the lat- 
ter by a two to one vote.

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Mechanized Army Beats Marching 
Troops to Position in Maneuvers 


Defending Force, Moving in Trucks, Is Hours 
Ahead of Attackers in Mock War at 
Camp Ripley, Minn. 


By the Associated Press. 

CAMP RIPLEY, Minn., Aug. 17. 
—A modern army, well-equipped 
with machines, triumphed in its 


first test yesterday and out-ma- 
nuevered by hours the regularly 
constituted divisions on the start 
of the Fourth Army’s hypothetical 
war. 

The Seventh Provisional Division, 
or “blue” army, defenders in the 
mimic battle involving 15,000 troops 
on a 112 square mile area, snapped 
its line into position yesterday with 
transport trucks five hours ahead 
of the marching units. 

Difficulties began for the march- 
ing columns of the Thirty-fourth 
National Guard (green) division 
when one of its two columns lost 
bearings. The invaders’ advance 
was snarled for two hours, and 
when they resumed, the defenders 
were already in position. 

The marching units, or the in- 
vaders, broke camp before sun-up 
today in a quick drive aimed to re- 
gain strategic positions from the 
highly mechanized defending *divi- 
sion. 

The first “battle” appeared in the 
offing as four miles to the south 
the “blue” or mechanized forces 
comprising the Seventh Provisional 


Division, 
advance. 

Commenting on yesterday’s de- 
velopments, military experts. said 
the blue force, in which all troops 
are moved by truck, could, in actual 
war, have wiped out the Camp Rip- 
ley garrison base of the attackers. 
The defending unit has its quar- 
ters at Swanville 15 miles south- 
west. 

The Seventh Provisional, com- 
prising 6600 men, is geared to ma- 
chine speed. Transport trucks dis- 
place the old columns of marching 
troops. Artillery is mobilized, scout 
cars move for foot patrols, and 
tanks back the infantry. 


FORT RILEY, Kan., Aug. ‘17.— 
Sixeen thousand troops assembled 
here yesterday for Fourth Army 
maneuvers. 

The last of the National Guard 
troops from Kansas, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and Nebraska arrived for 
the maneuvers, which include a 
week of training and about four 
days of war games. 

This is the first occasi@m on which 
the new 35th Division has been as- 
sembled at one time. . Beginning 
next Monday it will take the field 
as the “blue” army against the 
provisional cavalry divsion.

Foreign Holding Company. 
The foreign personal! holding com-

into use in 1935, said Doughton. 
Evidence presented to the Joint 
Committee showed that in the last 
two and a naltyears 613 such com- 
panies have betn formed in the 
Bahamas, New Foundland, Pana- 
ma and Prince Edward Island. How 
many have been established in oth- 
er foreign countries is not yet 
known. Such companies, he ex- 


plained, are readily adaptable to | 


the accumulation of income and to 
trading in stocks and_ securities 
abroad with out payment of taxes 
on capital gains. 


The foreign personal holding 
company as such is beyond the 
jurisdiction of the United States, 
but this is not true of shareholders 
who are American citizens or resi- 
dents. Consequently, the new Dill 
imposes on such stockholders a tax 
on their pro-rata share of the com- 
pany’s income, whether actually 
distributed to them or not. 


Under existing law, non-resident 
aliens are taxed a flat rate of 10 
per cent on income arising in this 
country. Not a few wealthy per- 
sons, said Doughton, have acquired 
foreign citizenship as a means of 
reducing their tax liability, The 
pending legislation requires non- 
residents with incomes from Ameri- 
can sources in excess of $21,600 to 
pay the same taxes as Americans 
with incomes of like size. 

The only objection made to the 
bill by the House opposition was 
that it did not go far enough. Rep- 
resentative Fish (Rep.), New York, 
complained that the. measure did 
nothing to stop “the biggest loop- 
hole of them all’—the issuance of 
tax-exempt securities. 

Reed (Rep.), New York, said the 
bill could add another $75,000,000 
annually to the Treasury’s rev- 
enues by prohibiting the device of 
“community property, which in 
eight states — Arizona, California, 
Idaho, Louisiana, Nevada, New 
Mexico, Texas and Washington— 
enables a husband and wife to re- 
port the family income in separate 
halves instead of jointly. 

Thus a yearly income of $10,000 in 
New York is subject to a Federal 
tax of $415, as against $260 in Ida- 
ho. A movie actor in California, 
said Reed, would pay a Federal! tax 
of $67,888 on a net yearly income of 
$202,500, while a business executive 
in New York, with the same in- 
come, would be taxed $96,944—a dif- 
ference of $29,056. 

Chairman Doughton replied that 
the joint committee will continue 
in existence until Feb. 1, 1938, and 
will have further reports and rec- 
ommendations for the consideration 
of Congress at its next session. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
failed to reach an agreement on 
the bill today and called a special 
session for 8 p. m. to resume its 
study. Chairman Harrison (Dem.), 
Mississippi, indicated the commit- 
tee might report the bill favorably 
tonight, clearing the road for its 
enactment before the week-end.

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FRANCO IN PARAGUAY 


Dr. Felix Paiva Replaces Pres- 
ident Forced Out by Dis- 
satisfied Army. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 17.—Rev- 
olutionary communiques from 
Asuncion and statements by Para- 
guayans in exile here today at- 
tribute the downfall of Paraguay’s 
provisional President, Col. Rafae} 
Franco, to a displeased army. 

Most of the causes were linked 
with the now stalemated Chaco 
war between the impoverished in- 
land republic and Bolivia. 

An army-navy coup last Friday 
forced resignation of the Franco 
cabinet. Yesterday the reorganiza- 
tion was completed by appointment 
of Dr. Felix Paiva, dean of the 
University Law School, to succeed 
Franco. 

Among the causes cited for the 
governmental switch were the 
army’s dissatisfaction over neutral 
military regulations governing the 
miiltary status of the Western Cha- 
co, its displeasure over Franco’s 


treatment of Gen. Jose Felix Es- 
tigarribia and its belief that Fran- 
co was not pushing projected agri- 
cultural and social reforms. 

Army Opposed Regulations. 

Franco really began to slip last 
January when the Uruguay con- 
ference nf neutrals issued regula- 
tions for supervision of the zone 
separating military lines in the 
Western Chaco. 

These regulations provided free 
transit for Bolivian commerce over 
the Villamontes-Boyuibe road— 
part of which runs through the 
Paraguayan-occupied zone. Para- 
guay was requested to withdraw 
troops for several miles in one sec- 
tion, but when Franco tried to 
comply, the men refused, stating 
they would not give up any ground 
won during the long Chaco war. 
Franco and some Paraguayan mili- 
tary leaders have been in dispute 
since that time. 

Several weeks ago Franco tried 
to send other detachments to Chaco 
from Asuncion to impose his will 
but the officers refused to carry 
out his orders. Finally the pres- 
ent Chaco commander, Lieut. Col. 
Ramon Paredes, who is also chief 
of the army, sent Franco what 
amounted to an ultimatum. This 
resulted in the resignation of his 
cabinet, then Franco’s own with- 
drawal. 

A large section of the army was 
friendly with Estigarribia, who had 
directed the Chaco campaign as 
head of the armed forces and who 
was arrested and exiled by Franco 
when he came to power in 1936. 

Friction Over Tactics. 

There had been considerable fric- 
tion between Franco and Estigar- 
ribia over tactics in the last stage 
of the war, including what a neu- 
tral observer described as a rash 
attempt: by Franco to invade the 
Bolivian province of Santa Cruz, 
which almost resulted in entrap- 
ment of Paraguayan troops. 

Chaco conference neutrals here 
see no further complications in the 
Bolivia-Paraguay situation as a re- 
sult of Franco’s downfall. The Para- 
guayan situation was seen merely 
as confirming the army’s predomi- 
nance regarding its stand against 
withdrawal of any part of its Chaco 
line until the basic territorial ques 
tion is settled. 

Inasmuch as the Chaco confer- 
ence has been trying for a year 
without success to discuss settle- 
ment, the status quo was consid- 
ered likely to last possibly for yeags.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The 
Rules committee, in which the wage 
and hours bill lies smothered, was 
assailed as a “censorship agency,” 
and its chairman, Congressman 
O’Connor (Dem.), New York, was 
severely heckled by members of his 
own party, at the beginning of to- 
day’s session of the House. 

Advantage was taken of O’Con- 
nor’s appearance on the floor to 
propose a routine resolution such 
as is generally adopted towards the 


end of a congressional session in 
order to expedite legislation. Cer- 
tain suspension of rules were rec- 
ommended, none of them tending to 
smooth the way for a vote on the 
wage-hour bill. The resolution was 
passed, but not before opportunity 
had been taken to subject the chair- 
man to several pointed questions, 

O'Connor refused a demand that 
he make public the names of those 
members of the committee who, in 
defiance of the administration, the 
Senate and a majority of the House 
have blocked every attempt to or- 
der the bill reported. 

Denies “Rubber Stamp” Charge. 

The chairman began his remarks 
by denying an accusation that the 
Rules Committee is an “adminis- 
tration rubber stamp,” and declared 
it was inaugurated to “serve the 
organization of the House.” 

In that case, demanded Con- 
gressman Harlan (Dem.), Ohio, 
himself a member of the Rules 
Committee, “why has it not served 
the will of the Democratic major- 
ity by voting out the wage-hour 
bill?” Congressman Martin (Dem.), 
Colorado, wanted to know whether 
the country, since the committee 
has 10 Democratic members to four 
Republicans, would not hold the 
Democratic party responsible for 
the present impasse, 

O’Connor replied that when the 
Wagner labor relations bill was 
before the committee, not more 
than four members favored it. Yet, 
in deference to the wish of the 
Democratic majority, the measure 
was reported out. The same thing 
happened, he said, with the Guffey 
coal bill and the death-sentence 
utilities bill. 

“But today,” he admitted sadly, 
“a peculiar situation has arisen. 
Where I could borrow a few votes 
before, I can’t get any at present. 
There appears to be an unusual 
state of feeling on this measure.” 
Suggestion to “Pack” Committee. 

Congressman Boileau (Prog.), 
Wisconsin, suggested that the com- 
mittee be “packed” for this session 
by the addition of enough new 
members to overrule the recalci- 
trants. O’Connor replied that the 
duties of the committee are such 
that any increase of size would be 
impracticable, Congressman Mave- 
rick (Dem.), Texas, wished to be 
informed whether any members of 
the committee oppose the bill on 
the ground that it is “communistic 
and unconstitutional.” O’Connor 
answered with a shrug of the shoul- 
der. 

Harlan declared that the Rules 
Committee “has suddenly developed 
into a censorship body,” which he 
denounced as undemocratic. He 
suggested first that the House re- 
main in session until Sept. 13, when 
it would be in order to appoint a 
new Rules Committee, or that a 
Democratic caucus be held to in- 
struct the obstructing members as 
to the majority’s convictions re- 
garding the wage-hour measure. In 
case they persist, he suggested, the 
cauctis could demand their resigna- 
tions. 

Whereas O’Connor had _ denied 
heatedly that the Rules Committee 
is “an arm of the executive,” Har- 
lan, as a member of that body, let 
the cat out of the bag with his 
opening remark. 

“Normally,” he declared, “the 
Rules Committee has two func- 
tions. The first is to promote ad- 
ministration bills, and the second is 
to keep all others off the House 
calendar.” 

Caucus Probably Thursday. 

Chairman Doughton of the Demo- 
cratic caucus of the House an- 
nounced today that a meeting of 
the caucus will be called, probably 
on Thursday night, to consider 
steps for getting the wage-hour 
bill out of the Rules Committee. A 
petition asking that such a meet- 
ing be called was circulated this 
morning by Congressman Mead 
(Dem.) of New York, who obtained 
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88 signatures. Only 50 were need- 
ed. The petition was then filed 
with Doughton. 


Parliamentarians of the House 
doubted whether any decision of 
the. caucus could be held binding 
on members of the Rules Commit- 
tee, or whether it would be willing 
to go so far as to demand the res- 
ignation of any members from the 
committee. 


Debate on Deficiency Bill. 


The House then began a three- 
hour debate of the third deficiency 
appropriation bill for the fiscal 
year of 1937, in which the Appro- 
priations Committee has reduced 
the budget estimates from $121,402,- 
395.91 to $78,512,875.76, a decrease 
of $42,889,520.24. The most contro- 
versial features are the commit- 
tee’s actions in slicing $882,500, or 
nearly half, from the budget esti- 
mate of $1,800,000 for the National 
Labor Relations Board; and in re- 
ducing from $31,700,000 to $25,000,- 
000 the budget estimate for relief to 
farmers holding Federal Land 
Bank loans. 

Congressman Mead (Dem.), New 
York, demanded of Chairman 
Woodrum whether there Was any 
evidence before the Appropriations 
Committee to justify this “tremen- 
dous reduction” in the case of. the 
N LR B. 

Woodrum replied heatedly that 
it was up to critics of the commit- 
tee to show that the sum allotted 
was not sufficient.

SUGAR CONTROL BILL SENT 
TO CONFERENCE COMMITTEE 


Group to Consider Provisions Ob- 
jected to By Roosevelt; Com- 
promise Proposal.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17. — The 
House ordered the sugar control 
bill sent to a conference committee 
last night for adjustment of dif- 
ferences with tue Senate and con- 
sideration of provisions which 
President Roosevelt has said would 
make him veto the legislation. 

The basis for a compromise ex- 
ists, it was said, in a Senate amend- 
ment proposing to “freeze” refined 
sugar quotas at present levels for 
domestic United States, Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico. The administration 
has opposed restrictions on refined 
sugar imports from the island pos- 
sessions. 

Sugar bloc leaders said they ex- 
pect the conference committee to 
recommend that the Senate’s re- 
fined quota system be limited to 
one year. After that there would be 
no refined quotas. The raw sugar 
quotas and other provisions of the 
bill would be effective during the 
next three years, however, 


GERMANY OFFERS 15-YEAR 
$280,000,000 BOND ISSUE 


Debt-Funding Certificates May Be 
Bought _by Public at 
75.

BER , Aug. 17.—The Govern- 
ment announced a new offering of 
700,000,000 marks (about $280,500,- 
100) today in 15-year 4% per cent 
Treasury bonds for funding opera- 
tions. 

The issue conformed with Ger- 
many’s established ,policy of such 
periodic reductions in .its internal 
debt, which now stands at 2,465,000,- 
000 marks (about $990,000,000). 

Officials said 100,000,000 marks

STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS HELD 
DEAD ON FOREIGN CLAIM 


U. S. Appeals Court Makes Decision 
on $11,000,000 Assigned to U. S. 
by Soviet.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17. — The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals ruled today that a State’s 
statute of limitations did not hold 
against the claim of a foreign gov- 
ernment, 

Arising from the overthrow of 


the Romanovs in Russia and the 
recognition, in November, 1933, of 
the Soviet Union by this country, 
the case involved more than $11,- 
000,000 assigned to the American 
Government by the Soviet under 
the “Litvinov agreement,” along 
with other Russian nationalized 
credits. 

The Guaranty Trust Co., which 
held_the account as a depository 
for the Russian Government, re- 
fused to make delivery, stating it 
had closed the account in Febru- 
ary, 1918, by charging against it 
money} due the company from na- 
tonalifed concerns. 

When the United States Govern- 
ment sued, the New York State 
statute of limitations was invoked 
in defense. The appeals court ruled, 
however, that property of a foreign 
government was not amenable to 
the processes of American court® 


FORMER PREMIER OF IRAQ 
ATTEMPTS TO FORM CABINET 


Army Reported Divided in _ Its 
Loyalties Following Assassina- 
tion of Chief of Staff.

JERUSALEM, Aug. 17. — Iraq 

was without a Cabinet today and 

its army was reported divided in 


loyalties, due to the crisis caused 
by the assassination last Wednes- 
day of Major-General Sekr Sidki 
Pasha, chief of the general staff. 

Premier Hikmet Suleiman’s Cab- 
inet resigned yesterday and former 
Premier Jamal Madfai was com- 
missioned to form a new Govern- 
ment. Madfai declared in an in- 
terview at Bagdad, the capital, that 
the internal situation was quiet de- 
spite rumors to the contrary. 

It was understood that the new 
Premier planned to revert to the 
Government policy prior to the 
coup d’etat which placed Suleiman 
in power last October, turning out 
all those who came into office aft- 
er the coup with the notable ex- 
ception of army and other defense 
unit heads.

being pur together in such a hurry as to arouse mis- 
givings, both in Congress and out, that the delibera- 
tions will lack the serious consideration that their 
importance warrants. If these bills are passed, it will 
be largely a piece of good fortune to find them sound 
and workable. 

Rarely has Congress, at the end of a session, been 
confronted with such a mass of vital and highly con- 
troversial legislation, and the responsibility is upon 
the President’s shoulders. His celebrated message 
of Feb. 5, containing the revolutionary proposal to 
pack the United States Supreme Court, commanded 
the attention of Congress to the exclusion of prac- 
tically everything else. 

From early February until late July, the Supreme 
Court plan threw the remainder of the business of 
Congress into the shadow. In the months when nor- 
mally Congress would have been holding painstaking 


bills, it was engrossed with resisting Mr. Roosevelt’s 
daring assault upon the fundamentals of American 
government. 

On several occasions, the President might grace- 
fully have withdrawn the court bill, but he chose 
to fight to the last ditch, and, in the last ditch, he 
lost. Is not this historic battle enough to expect 
of any single session of Congress? Is it not unfair 
and unwise to expect calm deliberation on other 
measures in the anti-climactical aftermath, in the 
tropical heat of a Washington summer, in the natural 
eagerness of Senators and Representatives to go home 
after seven months of sitting? > 

No wonder there is revolt in both houses. No 
wonder the Rules Committee of the lower house set 
a historical precedent in tying up the wage-hour 
bill and preventing it from going to the floor. No 
wonder the chairmen of important Senate committees 
are showing a stubborn unwillingness to participate 
in a last-minute stampede for the President’s legis- 


If it is true that sectional differences, notably the | 
antipathy of the South to the wage-hour and anti- 


bellion, it is also true that the President's loss of 
prestige because of the court-packing defeat has em- 
boldened hitherto compliant members of Congress to 
assert their independence. 
Despite the fact that early adjournment may cause | 
good bills to fall by the wayside, we believe it is 
desirable. We believe it is psychologically impossible 
for Congress at this point to give the legislation be- 
fore it the attention it should have. 
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AMERICANS IN SHANGHAI. 
As the war within and above Shanghai grows more 
deadly, our Government has taken the sensible step 
of ordering immediate evacuation of the 4000 Amer- 
icans living in the unfortunate city. Both sides have 
shown utter disregard for foreigners and other non- 
combatants. Orders for their protection may have 
been given, but they have largely gone unobserved. 
Japan, the invader, must bear the guilt of carry- 
ing the war to this crowded commercial city of 
3,500,000 people, some 500 miles from the zone where 
the renewed conquest of Chinese territory was 
launched. But Chinese flyers are responsible for 
one of the most horrible massacres in the annals 
of aerial warfare, when they dumped bombs on crowd- 
ed sections of the city, including the International 
Settlement, and killed more than 800 persons, of 
whom some 40 were foreigners. Whether this trag- 
edy was caused by bad marksmanship, impetuous 
judgment or accident, its causes should be definitely 
determined. Whatever the reason, Americans would 
be worse than foolhardy to remain where such epi- 
sodes can occur and where all the rules of warfare 
are suspended. : 
Americans are a trading people; our nationals re- 
side at every commercial point on the globe. We 
cannot keep them at home, nor can our military 
forces rush to their defense when danger threatens. 
It is fortunate that the State Department has acted 
promptly, and that enough vessels are available to 
take all Americans away from war-torn Shanghai.

In Georgia, with more than 1,000,000 Negroes, 
only 193 Negro physicians, or one to every 5500; 
only 59 Negro dentists, or one to every 18,000. 

In- Mississippi, with more than 1,000,000 Ne- 
groes, only 71 Negro physicians, or one to every 
14,000; only 29 Negro dentists, or one to every 
35,000. 

In Alabama, with almost 1,000,000 Negroes, 
only 116 Negro physicians, or one to every 8000; 
only 45 Negro dentists, or one to every 20,000. 


The figures are indicative of the serious situa- 
tion with respect to Negro-provided medical facili- 
ties for Negroes. But they do not present the truly 
graver aspect, as do other statistics cited by Dr. 
Roscoe C. Giles of Chicago, president of the National 
Medical Association, which opened its sessions here 
today for Negro physicians, surgeons, pharmacists 
and dentists. The greater tragedy is that the num- 
ber of Negro physicians and dentists is becoming 
smaller and not larger, as the needs require. Last 
year, all the accredited medical and dental] schools of 
the country graduated only 106 Negro physicians and 
but a dozen Negro dentists!

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LABOR INDORSES A RACKET-SMASHER. 

Thomas E. Dewey, who won nation-wide renown 
| by his clean-up of racketeers in New York City, has 
jumped with both feet into the race for District At- 
torney of Manhattan, as a running mate of Mayor 
La Guardia on the Republican ticket. A most sig- 


indorsement by the influential American Labor party, 
a local organization often mentioned as the possible 
nucleus of a national workers’ movement. 
A few months ago, Mr. Dewey was denounced by 
an electrical workers’ union as “labor-union baiter 
No. 1,” after he had put numerous restaurant, truck- 
ing, poultry and house-wrecking union racketeers be- 
hind the bars. The Labor party itself takes no such 
short-sighted view. Its indorsement of the aggres- 
sive racket-smasher will be heartening to all who 
hope that American labor will rid its own house of 
the hoodlum element and keep the struggle for work- 
ers’ rights on an honest plane. 
“Labor has everything to gain and nothing to lose 
from honest and efficient law enforcement,” says the 
Labor party’s statement. This is both an indorsement 
of Mr. Dewey and a rebuke to workers or their repre- 
sentatives who protest against a union clean-up. Such 
objectors do worse than hurt their own cause; they 
give aid and comfort to the enemy. 
St. Louis, and many other cities as well, need men 
of the Dewey caliber. Violence in labor disputes, as 
we pointed out a few days ago, is becoming more and 
more widespread in this area. Only Sunday night, a 
black-powder bomb was exploded at the plant of 
the Langan sign Manufacturing Co., doing damage 
estimated at $200. This is only the latest in a series 
of outrages presumably growing out of a so-called 
“jurisdictional dispute” between two A. F. of L. 
unions over control of workers in the sign industry. 
The majority of St. Louis union members are hon- 
orable and law-abiding. They abhor and resenf such 
tactics as these. We urge two forms of action upon 
them: to kick out the hoodlums and thugs from their 
ranks and their officialdom, and to insist that local 
authorities launch an anti-racket campaign here sim- 
ilar to the one whereby Thomas E. Dewey drove out 
the rats in New York.

SIMPLER TAX FORMS. 


The Treasury has decided upon a step which will 
win it the everlasting gratitude of income-tax pay- 
ers, large and small. Tax blanks are to be altered 
to a simplified form, the Treasury announces, and | 
will be distributed on Jan. 2, an earlier date than 
in the past. The primary concern is to simplify mat- 
ters for the “little fellow,” but the blanks for larger 
incomes may also be revised and clarified. 
Not only the taxpayers but the Treasury itself 
should benefit. The errors on many an improperly 
prepared tax return are traceable directly to the con- 
fusion created by the involved requirements. With 
simpler forms, there will be fewer mistakes, less 
clerical work for Treasury employes, fewer inter- 
views with erring taxpayers. And the time saved 
in this way should make it possible to reduce the 
number of job-holders now engaged in checking tax | 
returns—or is a paring down of bureaucracy too 
much to expect? 
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THE FIGHT ON SENATOR BLACK. 


We were glad to see the old practice of immediate 
confirmation of Senators through senatorial courtesy 
shattered by the referring of President Roosevelt’s 
nomination of Senator Hugo L. Black of Alabama for 
the Supreme Court to the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee. Now that the committee has approved the ap- 
pointment by the overwhelming vote of 13 to 4, we 
do not see that any good can come of a bitter fight to 
prolong the discussion on the Senate floor. 

Much of the opposition is based on arguments 
which have little if any point. The contention that 
Justice Van Devanter’s retirement did not create a 
vacancy is a purely academic one and hardly worth 
serious discussion. As for the argument that no 
present Senator is eligible because of the passage 
of the Supreme Court Retirement Act, the Demo- 
cratic membership prejudiced any case it might 
have had against Senator Black by its tacit indorse- 
ment of the late Senator Robinson for the vacancy. 
To oppose the Alabaman because he is a New Dealer, 
to mention one other stated reason, is to ignore the 
fact that Presidents generally, including Abraham 
Lincoln, have appointed Justices sympathetic with 
their political philosophies. 

Confirmation of Senator Black will close the Su- 
preme Court controversy, which has raged for more 
than six months, and at the same time clear the way 
for adjournment of Congress. We have the appoint- 
ment and a favorable report on it by the proper com- 
mittee. Confirmation is a foregone conclusion. 
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ON LEASING WARSHIPS. 


It is not often that Secretary Hull] muffs the ball 
in his conduct of foreign relations, but he commit- 
ted an error in his proposal to lease six over-age 
destroyers to Brazil. The motive was worthy: to 
demonstrate this country’s solidarity with its South- 


—— 


sible invasion by a land-hungry European nation. 
Other South American nations, however, object that 
the balance of naval power in their continent would 
be upset and that the leasing of warships would vio- 
late various treaties. 

Our good-neighbor policy is definitely understood, 
both in Latin America and abroad. It is fully recog- 
nized that this country will not tolerate interference 
in this hemisphere by a foreign Power. The policy 
would be made no clearer if we began arming the 
20 other American republics; it would merely speed 
up the arms race in the Western world, and create 
jealousies among the beneficiaries of our help. 

It is fortunate that, after Argentina’s vigorous pro- 
test, action on the matter has now been postponed. 
Sending warships to Latin America on unfriendly 
missions has been proved bad policy, and sending 
them as friendly loans from a big brother would

agrees that dream of building harmonious nation has failed, and antagonisms now 
are beyond reconciliation; England can neither fight the Arabs nor give up its 
responsibility; both parties urged to accept plan after some amendments are made. 


profound disappointment to many; but 

no one can question the honesty and 
courage with which the Royal Commission 
have gone into their task, or the ability with 
which they have presented their case. 

The problem they were set to solve was 
no new one. It was posed’ 20 years ago, 
when the Balfour Declaration committed us 
to the establishment of a national home for 
the Jews in Palestine. It was hoped and 
believed that Arabs and Jews would be 
welded into a single Palestine nation, that 
out of a conflict of two nationalisms would 
come a new harmony, a blend of Eastern 
and Western civilizations. That hope the 
commission has now written off as an il- 
lusion. 

The antagonism of the two peoples of 
Palestine has sharpened, they find, beyond 
the possibility of reconciliation, and the ex- 
periment that was to unite must be aban- 
doned for a policy of separation. It is an 
unhappy conclusion, but it appears inev- 
itable. : 

It is idle to attribute the blame, as the 
Zionists do, wholly or mainly to the weak- 
ness of the mandatory Government. The 
British Government may have been weak on 
one occasion or another—it has certainly 
committed blunders in the course of the last 
15 years. But what would “strength” have 
meant? Surely nothing less than a per- 
manent coercion of the Arabs, which would 
have involved not only a breach of the 
terms of the mandate, but incalculable dan- 
ger to the peace of the Middle East and the 
world at large.

Arab nationalism has shown itself violent 
and unscrupulous; but it has been deep- 
rooted and widespread, and there is no real 
ground for the belief that, had Great Britain 
shown a firm hand, it would rapidly have 
collapsed, or that the Arab leopard would 
have lain down cozily with the Jewish lamb. 
The fundamental causes of the Arab hos- 
tility are, as the report: shows, quite clear. 
They are the Arabs’ implacable opposition 
to the carrying out of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and the mandate in their full implica- 
tions, and the Arabs’ fear of Jewish domi- 
nation, political and economic. Those fears 
may be exaggerated, but they are genuine 
and they cannot be argued or conjured 
away. They have been enhanced by the 
demands of the Revisionist Jews; they have 
been little diminished by the assurances of 
the more moderate Zionists. 

The deadlock, as the commission found, is 
complete, and they can see only one way 
out of it. To force the Arabs into accepting 
what they have been making war against 
(the so-called “disturbances” of last year 
were in fact open war, not merely or pri- 
marily against the Jews, but against the 
Government) is clearly impossible. They 
would make war again. 

Should we, then, damn the consequences, 
fight them, disarm them and hold them 
down in perpetuity? No British Govern- 
ment in its senses would dream of embark- 
ing on such a course. Should we go to the 
opposite extreme, abandon the mandate and 
clear out of Palestine, as one section of 
opinion at home would have us do? That 
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also is not practical politics (strategic con-

siderations rule it out, in the present state 
of the world, at any rate), nor would it be 
good morals. 

There remains, then, the separation of 
Arabs and Jews into more or less water- 
tight compartments. The commission con- 
sidered the scheme of “cantonization,” on 
something like the Swiss model, only to re- 
ject it as presenting “most, if not all, of 
the difficulties presented by partition, with- 
out partition’s one supreme advantage—the 
possibility it offers of eventual peace.” 


Partition, therefore, is the policy they ad- 
vocate—on the principle not of “Divide et 
impera,” but of “Divide et placa.” The 
scheme proposed is tentative in many de- 
tails, but its main lines are definite. The 
frontiers as drawn on paper by the commis- 
sion may, no doubt, be redrawn at this point 
or that. They can hardly be redrawn in a 
way that will satisfy either of the parties, 
but the scheme may be improved by some 
adjustments. 

The Jews lament over Jerusalem and cry, 
“What is Zionism without Zion?” It is 
clearly impossible that they should have 
full possession of Jerusalem, which, after 
all, is a holy place to the Moslems as well as 
to all Christendom. And, as we understand 
it, the Jews do not, in fact, quarrel with 
our remaining as keeper of the holy ‘places. 

What are the prospects of the plan being 
carried out—with amendments in some par- 
ticulars, perhaps, but in its essentials as laid 
down in the report? The British Govern- 
ment has adopted it and has already taken 
the first necessary steps to get the approval 
of the League of Nations. This prompt de- 
cision is all to the good; there was nothing 
to be gained and much to be lost by delay 
and argument. ‘ 

Opposition both from Arabs and from 
Jews was foreseen by the commission, and 
it made itself heard the moment the re- 
port appeared. The Zionist Organization and 
the Jewish Agency in Palestine have reg- 
istered their protest, as they were bound to 
do. But such a protest does not necessarily 
spell intransigeance, and’ we believe that the 
great majority of the Jews will accept par- 
tition as the best solution of the problem 
that they can hope for. 


+ * * 


The Arab Higher Committee have also ful- 
minated against the scheme. The commit- 
tee itself has been disrupted, or at least seri- 
ously weakened, by the defection of the 
moderate party under Ragheb Bey Nash- 
ashibi, and it looks as if the Mufti of Je- 
rusalem will have his work cut out to hold 
his extremist front together. 

There is, of course, a danger that he will 
attempt to stir up rebellion. But the odds 
are that counsels of prudence will prevail 
on him and his friends to take the half-loaf 
they are offered, instead of dying in the last 
ditch for the whole that they have small 
chance of getting. The half-loaf means, in 
fact, a very solid gain, alike for Arabs and 
Jews, in the shape of national independence 
and self-government. 

From the British point of view, partition, 
with all its defects, is the fairest and the most 
hopeful way that we can see of discharging 
the obligations we undertook so light-heart- 
edly in Palestine.

Let us not ask conserv- 
tives. Let us turn to eminent and 
famous liberals. Says Justice Car- 
dozo, answering the first question, 
in his brilliant and beautiful little 
book, “The Nature of the Judi- 
cial Process”: 

“The utility of an external power, 
restraining legal judgment, is not 
to be measured by counting the oc- 
casions of its exercise. The great 
ideals of liberty and equality are 
preserved against th assaults of 
opportunism, the expediency of the 
passing hour, the erosion of small 
encroachments, the scorn and deri- 
sion which have no patience with 
general principles, by enshrining 
them in constitutions, and conse- 
crating to their protection a body 
of defenders. By conscious or sub- 
conscious influence, the presence of 
this power, aloof in the background 
; . tends to stabilize and ration- 
alize the legislative judgment, to 
infuse it with the glow of principle, 
to hold the standard aloft and visi- 
ble, for those who must run the 
race and keep the faith.”

Somehow, I can’t see Senator 
Black preserving great ideals 
against the erosion of small en- 
croachments, or being consecrated 
to the defense of anything except 
his leader’s policy, or infusing that 
with any “glow of principle.” 

And who should be chosen as 
Judges? Prof. Frankfurter ap- 
provingly quotes Judge Learned 
Hand, in his essay on the Supreme 
Court in the Encyclopedia of the 
Social Sciences: 

“The spirit and culture and in- 
sight which should be possessions 
of a Justice of the Supreme Court 
have been stated by Judge Learned 
Hand: 

“‘T venture to believe that it is 
as important to a Judge, called 
upon to pass on questions of con- 
stitutional law, to have at least a 
bowing acquaintance with Acton 
and Maitland, with Thucydides, Gib- 
bon and Carlyle, with Homer, 
Dante, Shakespeare and Milton, 
with Machiavelli, Montaigne and 
Rabelais, with Bacon, Hume and 
Kant, as with the books which have 
been specifically written on the sub- 
ject. For in such matters, every- 
things turns on the spirit with 
which he approaches the questions 
before him ... Men do not gather 
figs from thistles, nor supple insti- 
tutions from Judges whose outlook 
is limited by parish or class.’”

Leaders said they planned 
to place the revised measure on the 
calendar for action at the next ses- 
sion, 

The bill would give the President 
power, for three years, to transfer, 
consolidate or abolish governmental 
bureaus, except independent regula- 
tory agencies. It would expand the 
civil service to cover several thou- 
sand new jobs, and would reorgan- 
ize the civil service administration. 

The general accounting office 
would be abolished. Its pre-audit 
functions would be transferred to 
the Bureau of the Budget and its 
post-audit duties turned over to a 
general auditing office, responsible 
to a joint congressional committee. 

The bill also would create a new 
Cabinet post, Secretary of Public 
Welfare, and would rename the In- 
terior Department the Department 
of Conservation. It would author- 
ize appointment of six administra- 
tive assistants to the President. 

The Senate measure goes far be- 
yond reorganization bill passed last 
Friday by the House, which did 
not touch on the abolition of the 
general accounting office or the 
expansion and revamping of the 
civil service. The House measure 
also limited the President’s power 
to transfer, consolidate and;abolish 
agencies to two years.

Moyer Wing, who stumped the 
Ozark mountains on horseback for 
women suffrage in the days before 
votes-for-women got into the Fed- 
eral Constitution, was held here to- 
day.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Feeble 
repercussions from the Shanghai 
battle front were felt in the stock 
market today and leading issues 
either stood still or retired to the 
rear ranks. 

Steels and motors led an active 
retreat at the start. Buying forces 
soon arrived, however, and initial 
losses of fractions to more than 2 
points were reduced or canceled in 
many instances. An assortment of 
specialties moved against the trend. 

Inspiring some of the sell-off, it 
was said, were fears the President 
might invoke the neutrality laws to 
halt shipment of military materials 
to Japan and China, both important 
users of American products. 

In addition, speculative contin- 
gents were a bit discouraged be- 
eause stocks have recently failed 
to follow through on rallies. Help- 
ful was the thought Congress may 
adjourn quickly, but the fly in this 
ointment was the possibility of a 
special session in November when 
controversial measures would be 
revived. 

Dealings turned unusually quiet 
on the modest come-back. Transfers 
were around 650,000 shares. 

Japanese Bonds Break. 

Japanese loans again broke sharp- 
ly in the bond department and cor- 
poration bonds did little or nothing.

As a matter of fact, North’s triple 
raise was eminently correct. He had 
precisely the honor holding and dis- 
tribution that should dictate such a 
pre-empt. Obviously, however, he 
must have felt that he had overbid 
the hand because when, a moment 
later, he had the chance to show the 
one card for which partner was 
searching, he fumbled it miserably. 
South had bid four no triump on the 
precise hope that North would be 
able to show the diamond ace. If he 
could, a slam would be an odds-on 
chance, since the solid heart suit 
almost surely would permit the dis- 
carding of as many losing Gia- 
monds as North held. Of course, if 
the answer to four no trump were 
five clubs, South would lose inter- 
est in the slam, since the opponents 
could presumably take two diamond 
tricks at the start. The fact that 
West doubled the four no trump bid 
had no bearing whatsoever on 
North’s proper action. If West had 
passed, I venture to say that North 
would have miade a correct bid of 
five diamonds, to show the ace. 
The double probably threw North 
into a panic, his one idea bejng to 
escape onto safe ground. It is hard 
to conceive, however, that he should 
not have realized that it would be 
just as safe to bid five diamonds en 
route to a final spade contract. 

Obviously South’s idea that if 
North had the diamond ace a slam 
would be probable was correct. 
Ruffing the second club lead, South 
drew trumps and got rid of all 
North’s losing diamonds on _ the 
long heart suit, then ruffed his own 
loser in dummy. 

But because of North’s panic, in- 
stead of earning the slam bonus, 
the partnership received credit only 
for an overtrick.

sword of Damocles. Suggestions 
from any source, the butcher, the 
grocer, the man who sells vegeta- 
bles, the newspaper, the_ ad- 
vertisements, are snatched at with 
an alarming hunger. Partly the 
need for variation, and partly a 
real desire to please and satisfy, 
keep a woman from feeding her 
grown-up family roast beef and ap- 
ple pie as regularly as she feeds 
‘the baby orange juice and milk. 
But the vegetable merchant can- 
not help you, if, after buying the 
vegetables for a thick soup the 
day turns hot with a sticky per- 
sistant heat, or when fragrant 
chicken pie suddenly seems too 
much food? It is even more diffi- 
cult when the wind veers sudden- 
ly to the west, and the moisture 
in the air condenses, starting tin- 
gling sensations in the nose. What 
happens then to a cool supper of 
cheese sandwiches and tomato and 
onion salad, or a cold pork loaf ? 


It takes magic and poise and 
quick thinking to adjust a whole 
day’s plans to a change in weath- 
er. It makes necessary an emer- 
gency shelf holding a few inexpen- 
sive items—gelatin, grated cheese, 
crackers, canned soups, maybe 
gravies, macaroni and spaghetti, 
mayonnaise, olives and pickles, 
canned fish, and canned meat. Buy 
the small cans holding one or two 
cups, because appetites diminish 
as the thermometer goes up, and 
it is best not to overload the stom- 
ach with high protein food. 

This menu trick of adjusting 
meals to fit weather changes be- 
comes a simple matter with any of 
the recipes listed below. 

In one of the illustrations, a 
knuckle of veal, a group of vegeta- 
bles, and some cooked diced veal 
stand waiting, wondering whether 
they will be turned into a hearty 
vegetable soup or a coo] and re- 
freshing jellied loaf by tonight. 


JELLIED VEAL LOAF. 

One large veal knuckle, two and 
one-half quarts water, one large 
onion, peeled, one teaspoon salt, 
one-half teaspoon pepper, one-half 
teaspoon thyme, one bay leaf, four 
medium-sized carrots, one cup fresh 
peas, one-half pound string beans, 
one tablespoon vinegar, one and 
one-half cups diced cooked veal, 
one hard cooked egg, two stuffed 
olives and one-half cup mayon- 
naise. 

Wash veal knuckle, cut in half 
if necessary, add water, onion and 
seasonings. Simmer four hours, or 
until stock is reduced to one and 
one-half quarts. Strain, add vege- 
tables and cook 20 minutes or until 
vegetables are tender. Add vinegar 
and veal. Line bottom’ of two-quart 
aluminum pan with slices of hard- 
cooked egg and olives. Add a few 
tablespoons of veal stock and chill 
until firm. Add remaining stock, 
with vegetables and meat, and chill 
until firm.

Two cups cooked diced white 
meat of chicken, two cups chicken 
broth or stock, one can (four-ounce) 
button mushrooms, one-fourth tea- 
spoon scraped onion, one teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon minced parsley, 
two tablespoons gelatin, one-fourth 
cup cold water, two cups cooked 
ham, minced, two tablespoons 
chopped pistachio nuts, six small 
firm tomatoes, one small head 
cooked cauliflower and six halves 
hard cooked eggs, deviled. 

Line bottom of loaf pan with one 
cup diced chicken. Combine chick- 
en broth, mushroom liquor and sea- 
sonings; simmer five minutes. Soft- 
en gelatin in cold water, dissolve 
in chicken broth. Pour a small 
amount over chicken in loaf pan, 
place row of mushrooms around 
edge, and chill until firm. Mix 
ham and pistachio nuts, and make 
alternate layers of ham and chick- 
en in mold, pressing down firmly. 
Add remaining gelatin and chill 
until firm. Unmold on large plat- 
ter. Garnish with tomatoes stuffed 
with cauliflowerets seasoned to 
taste, and with deviled eggs. Ap- 
proximate yield: six portions, 


HAM LOAF. 


Three-fourths pound ham, ground, 
one and one-half pounds fresh pork, 
ground, two eggs, one teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
one-half cup milk, three slices dry 
bread, one cup water, whole cloves 
and one can condensed tomato soup. 

Place meats, eggs, seasonings and 
milk in mixing bowl. Crumble 
bread, add water and let soak a 
minute. Squeeze bread to press out 
water, add to meat and work with 
hands until well mixed.

Loll about 
in your yard in trunks or shorts, 
if you live in a private house.

Let 
your tissues soak up the beneficial 
rays of the sun and you'll be amply 
repaid by your increased health 
and energy. 


Begin circumspectly, however, if 
you intend to take sunbaths. Do 
not expose yourself for too long a 
period of time right at the outset, 
else your skin may become burned 
and coarsened by the unaccustomed 
exposure. The first day or two, 
expose yourself to the sun's rays 
for only about 20 minutes, half on 
your back and half on your tummy. 
Then increase the length of your 
period of exposure each day, until 
finally you are spending an hour or 
two daily under the beneficial rays 
of the sun. This procedure will do 
wonder to preserve, your health 
and to build up your strength and 
vitality.

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 17. 
OLLYWOOD seems to have 
been peculiarly unexcited about 
Mary Maguire, the- so-called 

“Mary Pickford of Australia,” when 
She arrived at the Los Angeles 
harbor all the way from “down 
under” looking for a job. 

There was no reception commit- 
tee, official or otherwise. There 
were no whistles blown, other than 
the usual whistles, no news pho- 
tographers asking her to strike 
poses considered typical of a new 
found screen star, no mayor hold- 
ing forth the key to the citly. 

Mary may have been—and was— 
an actress of importance in Mel- 
bourne, but she was just another 
young woman who had to be vac- 
cinated at Quarantine to the offi- 
cials of the port. 

Her father was with her because 
Mary was, after all, only 17 years 
old, and this was the first time 
she was to be away from her fam- 
ily—a mother and four sisters— 
for any length of time. 

She knew a producer’s wife and 
she carried a letter of introduction 
from Charley Farrell with whom 
she had been teamed in an Austra-

lian picture. Otherwise she _  ar- 
rived in America cold. 

All this was a little less than a 
year ago. Mary Maguire is 18 now 
and her black eyes are accustomed 
to the glare of Hollywood premieres 
and the glimmer of Hollywood's 
brightest stars. She has learned to 
look at both without blinking. But 
she will never quite forget the 
long and dreary ride from Wil- 
mington, the Los Angeles harbor 
town, through miles of traffic to 
Hollywood. 

She was 17 and quite self-confi- 
dent in most ways but she cried 
herself to sieep that night and 
many later nights. 

Surprisingly enough the few ac- 
quaintances she had in California 
and the Farrell letter seemed to un- 
lock more doors than she had dared 
to expect. She was called for a 
screen test at Twentieth Century- 
Fox and while that company was 
making up its mind about her, War- 
ner Brothers saw the test and of- 
fered her a contract to sign. 

It was a good contract and Mary 
signed it. She was not an ordinary 
ambitious young actress from no- 
where. She had a reputation and 
she had arrived after several of her 
Australian pictures had been shown 
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to producers. So her first salary 
was several times the usual first 
salary. 

Nevertheless her treatment was 
similar to the treatment received 
by many other promising young 
players after they have signed their 
first contract. She was rather 
thoroughly ignored for a few weeks. 
She sat for portraits as they all do. 
She was interviewed, sketched and

She sat and sat, 
wondering what Hollywood had 
planned for her. 

She was still sitting at Christmas 
time, the Christmas of 1936. She 
was homesick and the long dis- 
tance telephone bills—she talked to 
Melbourne by way of New York 
and London, a distance gf 28,000 
miles—took great slices out of her 
salary.

HAT Christmas Eve was the 
low spot in Mary's life to date. 
The family had always made 
much over Christmas and she had 
tried to catch a little of that spirit 
by buying herself a small tree which 
she decorated. Her father left the 
house and Mary was alone with 
the memories of other, gayer Christ- 
mases. But when he came back 
he had holly—there is some in Hol- 
lywood—and mistletoe and numer- 

ous packages for Mary. 

One way or another they got 
through the holidays without tak- 
ing the next boat back to Australia 
and after that things seemed to 
grow more cheerful for Mary. She 
worked occasionally in pictures, 
once opposite Hugh Herbert in 
“That Man’s Here Again,” and in a 
small part with Kay Francis in 
“Confession.” 

Her first role of consequence, 
however, was her part in “Alcatraz 
Island,” and after.that her first

Shaving Can 
Cause Severe 
Infections 


Proper Preparation and Good 
Razor Needed to Insure 
Satisfaction.

N the last two articles we have 
| outtinea the details of the find- 

ings of the Melion Institute re- 
search on the factors in safe and 
comfortable shaving. There is 
plenty of reason for calling atten- 
tion to this, for aside from minor 
discomforts, shaving can result in 
severe infections, I know of one 
death ascribed to general Stahly- 
coccic infection wich started with 
an ingrown hair. In the last two 
articles we gave the reasons for 
the conclusions, which involved ex- 
planations of experiments, and so 
perhaps today it would be well to 
give a general summary of what 


constitutes a safe and comfortable 
shave. 


To obtain the most satisfactory, 
shave two factors are necessary, 
and they are of equal importance 
—proper preparation and a good 
razor. 

Wash the face first with soap 
and water, using hot weter and 
soap that does not irritate the 
skin. Do this for half a minute, 
then rinse. This removes grit and 
other material waich might dull 
the razor or interfere with the ac- 
tion of the shaving soap. 

Then apply shaving soap (or 
cream) rubbing in well with the 
fingers, using plenty of water. 
Then whip into a thorough lather 
with the shaving brush, with hot 
water. The hotter the water the 
more rapid and complete the prep- 
aration. 

If a latherless cream is used it 
should be applied on top of the soap 
lather which results from the first 
cleansing. Whether to use a lather. 
Jess cream or a soap is largely a 
matter of taste. 

The purposes of preparation are 
(1) to modify the hard condition of 
the hair shaft, (2) lubrication of 
the razor blade, (3) providing a 
stiff supporting medium for the 
hairshaft so the razor can attack 
it, protection of the skin from cuts 
and bruises, and securing the anti- 
septic action of the soap. 

The second part of the prepara- 
tion should require two and a half 
minutes. : 

Begin shaving by wetting the 
razor. Both the razor and the face 
should be wet all the time. Razor 
blade sharpness and the shaving 
angle are the most important items 
in comfort. An angle of about 25 
degrees is the best for most peo- 
pie, but there are individual varia- 
tions. 

For a hypersensitive face two 
modifications are suggested: the 
use of cold water for lathering and 
the use of a “cool” shaving soap— 
i. e. one having menthol in it. 

The use of a lotion following 
‘shaving is to control small points 
of bleeding, to provide an antisep- 
tic and astringent action, and to re- 
place a protective covering removed 
by the disappearance of fat and 
skin debris by the preparation. Tal- 
cum powder does the last well. 

Discomfort and the production of 
a tender face during shaving is due 
to (1) dull blades, (2) the adoption 
of an improper shaving angle of the 


ration, (4) stretching the skin too 
much, (5) going against the grain. 


Vegetables used in salads should 
be dried well before they are com- 
bined with salad dressing.
